Henry L. Howison, who hauled down 
his flag on the Chicago last week, after a long cruise to 
African and South American waters, was retired from 
active service Oct. 10 by operation of law on account of 
age.

The citizens of Atlanta have presented a strong pro- 
test against the abolishment of the Department of the 
Gulf, with headquarters in that city, but the President, 
to whom the matter was referred, has decided that the 
order shall stand. The Department was organized as a 
war measure, and there is no longer military necessity 
for its existence. 


Capt. Hemphill, of the U. 8. 8. Detroit, notified the 
Navy Department this week that application had been 
made by representatives of the Venezuelan Government, 
as well as of the rebels, to permit envoys to meet on board 
a United States warship to consider the negotiations for 
peace. Minister Loomis approves the request, and the 
Departments have consented to permit the meeting. The 
five days’ period allowed for the armistice has expired, 
but the Washington officials are hopeful that there will 
be no resumption of hostilities.

Duc d’Arcos, Spain’s recently appointed Minister to the 
United States, speaking of Admiral Dewey's reception, 
said: “It does not surprise me in the least; for the ex- 
traordinary service he has rendered his country no honor 
that can be shown him in return is too great.” Certainly 
a representative of the Spanish government should be 
as good a judge of this as some of the gentlemen who 
seek to increase their own importance by ignorant and 
vicious criticisms of the Administration for its work in 
the Philippines. 





Orders directing the Marietta to proceed to the north 
coast of South America for the purpose of surveying a 
dangerous shoal have been countermanded, and the little 
vessel has been ordered to proceed with haste through the 
Suez Canal to Manila. The work designed for the Ma- 
rietta will be performed by the Dolphin. The Newark, 
now with the Pacific fleet, is also under orders to pro- 
ceed to the Asiatic Station, and will be ready to sail from 
Mare Island next week. The Brooklyn will undergo 
some slight repairs at the Norfolk yard, and will sail in 
about ten days, and the New Orleans will follow shortly 
after.

A new hospital, especially intended for convalescents, 
is being built on the Island of Corregidor at a cost of 
$64,000. It is on a plateau facing the bay. The build- 
ing is to be constructed of wood with iron roofs, and 
will be raised a number of feet above the ground. It 
will be completed September 3 under the supervision of 
Capt. Raymond Sulzer, U. 8S. V., and Capt. William M. 
Buck, 13th Inf. The main building will consist of three 
large airy wards, with an isolated ward for infectious 
diseases. Another building will contain the offices of the 
medical staff in charge. In addition, there will be two 
sets of quarters designed for the medical officers. Away 
from the main building will be several smaller ones, de- 
signed for kitchens, servants’ rooms and refrigerating 
plant, ete., ete. It is admirably located for any purpose, 
being on the high land of an island, which is coustantly 
swept by the sea breeze. 





In the series of articles on the Spanish-American war 
the “Revue Militaire’ of France has been publishing 
for some months appears a table, in the September num- 
ber, of Cervera’s fleet to which is given the honor of so 
detailed a description because, says the editor, it was 
the “only fleet playing a role in the campaign.” Per- 
haps subsequent articles will explain the precise part 
the fleet played and whether the role was more im- 
portant than that of Montojo’s at Manila. Cervera’'s 
fleet seemed to have but one object and that was to 
keep away from the American ships while Montojo’s 
bravely stood up and “took its medicine. It would 
seem to be wise indeed for an editor to avoid ascribing 
any “role” to a fleet of four armored cruisers that were 
unable to kill more than one adversary in an engage- 
ment or to do any injury to their enemy’s ships. That 
Cervera did accomplish an important result in apparent- 
ly threatening our Atlantic Coast is no doubt true, but 
this can hardly be ascribed to design, which is an essen- 
tial factor in filling a role. 


The hopeful Niels Gron, of Boston, believes that Ad- 
miral Dewey will be our next President, and that he will 
put an end to the power of the bosses. General Grant 
tried this and so did Mr, Clevelad to some extent, but 
neither of them had any brilliamt success. There is no 
officer of the Governtient who has less real power than 
the President when he arrays the political machines 
against him; and no sovereign is more powerful than 
the President of the United States when he has a united 
and dominant party with him. A émgle man counts for 
but little under our system of répresentative government 
whether his name be Grant or Dewey, or however pure 
and lofty be his personal aims. Officers of the Army and 
Navy do not take sufficient account of this fact when 
they criticise the Administration for yielding so much 
to political mecessities, and thé Presidestt 6f the United 
States who goes too far in the attempt to make hitiself 
independent of them niay have a veto power and the 
ability to some extent to control the action of political 
elements, but he will lose his capacity for political action. 





The Manila correspondent of the New York “Evening 
Post,” whose accurate reports have been the sole saving 
salt in the o¢eans of defamation which that journal has 
poured upon the Army, after a laudatory article on the 
fine diplomacy of General John C. Bates in his dealings 
with the Sultan of the Sula Islands, which the “Post” 
has so severely criticised editorially, says: “If I might 
venture to waste a suggestion on the American public, it 
would be that Congress be at once convened for the pur- 
pose of appointing a new Philippine Commission, and of 
endowing that commission with full power of settling 
the Philippine matter. That commission would consist 
of General Lawton, General Bates and General Schwan. 
Those who say that their wishes would be for a continu- 
ance of war because of the Army preferment which fol- 
lows war have a very slight knowledge of the men of 
the Regular Army. It is the politician who wants war, 
who precipitates war, and insists on its continuance. 
The men named above are all soldiers of tried and proved 
fighting qualities. No army in the world presents men 
of greater personal bravery, but no one of them would 
eontinue a war for ten minutes beyond the point at whieh 
they regarded war as unavoidable and necessary. The 
same qualities which make them successful soldiers 
would operate with equal force in the establishment of 
an honorable peace with our opponents.”

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A correspondent says: “The recent despatches from 
Manila, concerning the attack on Bacoor, were read with 
especial interest by those who have been following the 
career of Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant. General Grant 
has had command of the firing line from Imus to Paran- 
aque since July 1, and the thoroughness of his discipline 
was apparent in the complete results of the operations. 
He conducted the operations in person, and the cable de- 
spatches say that he ‘acted with great promptness and 
vigor, showing extreme bravery under the heavy fite to 
which his troops were subjected.’ This is not General 
Grant's first experience under fire by any means, but it 
is the first that has attracted very general attention. 
The Manila papers of July and August have contained 
numerous accounts of perilous enterprises of the General, 
in the way of reconnoissances and minor engagements. 
Private advices from the Philippines indicate that Gen- 
eral Grant is winning the same high esteem among his 
companions in arms and the natives under his jurisdic- 
tion that he enjoyed in Porto Rico. A captain in one of 
the regiments near him says: ‘General Grant, in his quiet 
modesty and splendid work, is adored by his troops, and 
will be heard from when op»ortunity offers.’ It is easy to 
believe from numerous other tributes to his popularity 
which reach this country through private channels, that 
the congratulations which the cable says were offered to 
him on Tuesday by his fellow othcers were as hearty as 
they were well deserved.”

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Dr. Wolfgang Goetz, well known as Major and Sur- 
geon in the New York National Guard, was recently in- 
strumental in securing an unexpected honor for the 
American flag. Dr. Goetz was staying ‘at Bad Oldesloe, 
termany, where some division and brigade maneuvers 
were going on in September a few miles away. The 
German staff and a large number of officers had their 





headquarters at the hotel where the Doctor was. 


He ran up the Stars and Stripes, an honor so 
highly appreciated by the officers that they had the band 
of forty pieces play “The Star Spangled Banner” and 
“The Red, White and Blue.” The division was in com- 
mand of Lieut. Gen. Von Fischer. The people generally 
were much pleased at the ceremony. One of the most con- 
spicuous officers in the maneuvers was Baron von 
Krogh, who is a favorite with the Kaiser, and in the 
cavalry contest showed he was entitled to the distinction 
accorded him of being one of the most dashing cavalry 
officers in the German Army. Dr. Goetz has written 
much on first aid to the wounded, and was among the 
first to advocate the organization of ambulance corps 
for the New York State troops. The 35th Infantry 
Brigade participated in the aforesaid maneuvers and 
consisted of the following regiments: Von Mau- 
stein No. 84, Schleswig and Hadenslelein, and Regiment 
Konigen No. 86, Fleusburg and Sonderburg. Pioneer 
Bataillon No. 9, Train Bataillon No. 9, one regiment of 
Hussars No. 16. The brigade was in command of Maj. 
Gen. Bayer.

Mr. Edward Atkinson, of the neighborhood of Boston, 
having shamelessly proclaimed that if he were a soldier 
in the Philippines he would make it his first business to 
hunt for the rear, some gentlemen have entered upon 


an idle discussion as to the propriety of such conduct. 
It is not a question of propriety, but of instinct. At- 
kinson is like Falstaff, a coward on instinct, and could 
not possibly be anything else, a fact sufficiently demon- 
strated by his béld deelhration, from the security @f Bos- 
ton, as to wha¢é he wodid do ds a séfier fh the ra@tiks. If 
he wishes to gut his principles to the test, why dees he 
not ask the Gevernmefit to have fie age limié removed, 
and let him eéfilist in the regiment of Col. Edmund Rice, 
of Massachusetts? We are sure such a request would be 
promptly granted. Atkinson might find it less healthy 
to play the role 6f the Wlatherskite im file Philippines 
than it is in Boston, and the consequences to him might 
not be altogether agreeable, but lie shéeakl remember that 
the blood of the martyrs is the seed of the church, and if 
he should suffer for his cause there is no doubt that 
Aguinaldo would build a monument to him. It is ob- 
vious that all Mr. Atkinson seeks is notoriety, and as 
the papers, including in this instance the Army and 
Navy Journal, are giving him abundance of advertising, 
his soul is content. He is a harmless old man, with an 
insatiable itch for writing and printing. If he had been 
let severely alone no one could have ever heard of his 
existence. But he appeals so strongly to the humorous 
side of the Americana press that the newspapers are not 
disposed to let him alone. The solemn aditonitions ad- 
dressed to him by some of the volunteer correspondents 
seems to be a part of the play, in which he bears the 
principal role.

J. N. Larned, who writes on “The Flaw m Our 
Democracy,” in the October number of the “Atlantic 
Monthly,” says: “But, on the whole, it is diffieult to 
believe that popular government in the American Re- 
public shows as favorably to-day, and gives a promise 
as fair, as it did when Washington left the presidency 
or when Lincoln was slain. It is more than difficult—it 
is impossible—not to feel that our country is farther 
from government by the fittest to govern than it ever was 
in any former time.” This is an extraordinary display of 
ignorance of our past history for a man who undertakes 
to draw comparisons between the past and the present. 
The prospects for popular government were never more 
gloomy than just after the Revolution, and they were all 
but shipwrecked when the South was arrayed against the 
North, and during the period of reconstruction that fol- 
lowed the Rebellion. In the comparisons Mr. Larned 
makes between the Senate and the Senate of the past he 
evidently forgets Simon Cameron and others like him, in- 
cluding Simmons, of Rhode Island, who was convicted 
of trading upon his position as Senator of Rhede Island. 
When he talks about Tammany Hall of to-day he con- 
veniently ignores the days of Fernando Wood, and those 
of Thurlow Weed and others like him, when he talks of 
party bosses. Whatever may be the political conditions 
of to-day and the character of our National, State and 
municipal governments, they are a great advance upon 
those of forty years ago; and in spite of ali the prophecies 
of political Jeremiahs the prospect is for a still further 
improvement. To argue the contrary is to ignore the 
facts of history, which such pessimists as the writer of 
the “Atlantic” article finds it-so convenient to de. For 
a time the “Atlantic” showed a healthy spirit of Ameri- 
ean hopefulness. We trust that it will not under its new 
editor become the representative of the I-am-holier-than- 
thou class of New England whiners about American de- 
cadence. 


- 
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The retirement of General Shafter on Monday next 
will be followed by the promotion of six officers to the 
grade of Brigadier General. While only one vacancy in 
the list will be created by General Shafter’s retirement, 
the présent plan of the President is to cause six vacancies 
through the promotion and retirement in sequence of 
five other officers. The purpose of this plen is to reward 
certain officers now approaching the retiring age, who 
servéd with distinction in the war with Spain and in the 
war in the Philippines. No positive list has yet been 
prepared by the Secretary of War, but it is stated on 
official authority that the officers who will be thus pro- 
moted and retired will be Col. Royal T. Frank, com- 
manding the Ist Artillery; Col. Alexander C. M. Pen- 
nington, commanding the 2d Artillery; Col. Samuel 
Ovenshine, of the 23d Infantrv: Col. Daniel W. Burke, 
17th Infantry: Col. Louis H. Carpenter, commanding 
the Sth Cavalry, and either Col. and Inspr. Gen. Henry 
W. Lawton or Col. and Asst. Adjt. Gen. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur. The President has not yet determined whether 
it shall be General Lawton or General MacArthur, but 
the one not promoted upon the retirement of General 
Shafter will be promoted on the retirement of General 
Thomas Anderson on Jan. 21, 1900. Whether General 
MacArthur receives his promotion first or second, he has 
the assured prospect of becoming the senior Major Gen- 
eral of the Army if he lives. General Merritt will retire 
in 1900. Generals Merriam and Anderson in 1901, Brooke 
and Otis in 1902, Generals Miles and Hénry in 1908. In 
1908 General Wade will become the Major General com- 
manding, and as he does not retire until 1907 he will 
have four years of service at the head of the Army. Gen- 
eral MacArthur will not retire until 1909, and as all the 
other general officers will retire before him, he will fol- 
low General Wade. The promotions of Generals Lawton 
and MacArthur are to be made on account of their serv- 
ices in the war with Spain and the present Filipino insur- 
rection. Lawton’s reward is particularly for his service 
in the Santiago campaign, and General MacArthur's for 
the excellent conduct of the advance on Malolos. Col. 
Ovenshine has been selected for prometion because of 
his excellent work in the Philippines. 
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OUR NATIONAL DIVISION OF FORESTRY. 


If we save our forests from destruction we shall owe 
a debt of gratitude to just such work as that engaged 
in by Gifford Pinchot, who with wealth and its possi- 
bilities of leisure beyond the common lot of men at his 
€ L bas taken up the study of forestry and is 
striving to place information about them withiu the 
reach of those who are thrown into most intamace asso 
ciation with them—although it may seem incongruous 
to assert a special interest in what is a universal bless- 
ing. Mr. Pinchot writes almost in the spirit of the poem, 
“WwW spare that tree.” Under the auspices ct 
the Department of Agiicuiture in which he holds tie 
rank of “Forester,” . Pinchot has just published a 
“Primer of F ,” a neat little volume copiously il- 
lustrated with plates. Teachers in our pubhe schools 
who.are interested in Arbor Day would do well to bring 
to the attention of their pupils such interesting informa- 
tion as this beok contains. What efforts may do when 
directed towards tree planting may be seen in Nebraska, 
which a few years ago was a treeless State, but is now 
plentifully wooded, thanks to the public spirit shown in 
observing the annual tree planting n See 

In “Notes on the Forest Conditions of Porte Rico,” 

t Robert T. Hill, of the U. 8. Geological Survey, 
descri the trees of that island. Accordmg to what 
he says of it the coca + ought to commend itself to 
the thrifty Yankee. The natives make a cordage from 
its fiber and sails and calking stuff for their boats; au 
oil is made from the meat of the nut, and is used for 
lighting and cooking; an intoxicating drink is made from 
the sap; the nuts are utilized by drinking the water from 
them, by i sweet meats from the meat, and by 
manufacturing drinking cups and other utensils from the 
shell; the trunks make the best dwelling timber and the 
fibrous remains of the dead leaves are used for sifting 
and filtering. The author is not as accurate as he 
might be in deseribing the fruit of the papaw tree as 
“growing te the size of an ordinary melon,’ leaving to 
the reader to imagine what kind of melon is meant. The 
banana, Mr. Hill tells us, is the most useful and most 
cultivated fruit of the island, constituting the stapie 
food of the inhabitants, especially the working classes. 
Our vegetarian friends may find in this a reasan for 
the pacific nature of our island brethren. There is not 
a sawmill in Porto Rico for lumbering purposes, nor is 
there any inducement for the establishment of one, be- 
cause sufficient logs could not be obtained in any one 
locality to supply a mill, and the topographic obstacles 
forbid hauling over great distances. : . 

As to the future of tree cultivation in Porto Rico, 
Mr. Hill says: ‘The rough limestone hills of the south 
coast of the island are well adapted to the cultivation 
of logwood and fustic, which have been introduced into 
so many of the West Indian Islands, and now practical- 
ly run wild. The growing of oranges will one of 
the future resources of the island, and much land will 
naturally be converted into orange groves. We have 
here the problem of extensive tree culture upon a beauti- 
ful island once densely covered with forests, but which 
has been robbed of them through three hundred years 
of exhaustive cultivation of heavy om crops, in 
which alone, under the old political conditions, values 
were procurable. The conditions are altogether favor- 
able, and the visitor to Porte Rico ten years hence should 
see the now cleared slopes of the numerous barren moun- 
tain sides covered with many productive trees.” Mr. 
Hill’s book is published by the Division of Forestry, of 
which Mr. Pinchot is the head. Mr. Pinchot had a 
thorough training in the German schools of forestry, and 
is the acknowledged head of that important department 
of public improvement in this country. The work he is 
doing will be more and more appreciated as he goes on. 
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CAPTAIN MAHAN ON ARBITRATION. 


Capt. A. T. Mahan, U. 8S. N., is evidently not an enthu- 
siastic believer in the results of the Peace Conference, 
as is shown by his article in the “North American Re- 
view” for October, on “The Peace Conference and the 


Moral Aspect of War.” He tells us that the saving salt, 
which has preserved the healthfulness of the body poli- 
tic, has been the fidelity to conscience, to the faithful, it 
passionate, arbiter of the moment, whose glorious pre- 
dominance in the individual or in the nation gives a bet- 
ter assurance of the highest life than does the clearest 
intellectual perception of the rightfulness or the _ 
diency of a particular course. Be it by action or be it by 
sub ion, by action positive or action negative, what- 
soever is not of faith of conviction is sin. owever the 
result may afterwards be interpreted as indicative of the 
justice of a cause—an interpretation always question- 
able—a State, when it goes to war, should do so not to 
test the rightfulness of its claims, but because, being 
convinced in its conscience of that rightfulness, no other 
means of overcoming evil remain. Nations, like men, 
have conscience. Like men, too, the light of conscience 
is in nations often clouded, or misguided, by passion or 
by interest. Even if mistaken, the moral wrong of act- 
ing against conviction works a deeper injury to the man, 
and to his kind, than can the merely material disasters 
that may follow upon obedience. Even the material evils 
of war are less than the moral evil of compliance with 
wrong. No evil that war brings could equal the moral 
declension which a nation inflicts upon itself, and upon 
mankind, by deliberate acquiescence in wrong, which it 
recognizes and which it might right. Nor is this con- 
clusion vitiated by the fact that war is made at times 
upon mistaken conviction. It is not the accuracy of the 
decision, but the faithfulness to conviction, that consti- 
tutes the moral worth of an action, national or indi- 
vidual, In short, the consciences of the nations are 
awake to the wickedness of unnecessary war, and are 
disposed, as a general rule, to seek first, and where ad- 
missible, the counterpoise of an impartial judge, where 
such can be found, to correct the bias of national self- 
will; but there is an absolute indisposition, an instinct- 
ive revolt, against signing away, beforehand, the national 
eonscience, by a promise that any other arbiter than 
itself shall be accepted in questions of the future, the 
impact of which cannot yet be discerned. 

“Conscience, diligently consulted, is to the man the 
voice of God; between God and the man no other arbiter 
comes.” And if this be so, a pledge beforehand is im- 
possible. I cannot bind myself, for a future of which I 
as yet know nothing, to abide by the decision of any 
other judge than my own conscience? Noble and benef- 
ieent in its true outlines, it, too, share, may even 
new be aries, the liability of the loftiest conceptions 
to degenerate into catchwords, or into cant. 

Ref. to arbitration, doubtless the Spanish flag 
would still fly over Cuba. Legalism, in its spirit, is 
marked by blemishes as rea! as those commonly attrib- 
uted to “militarism,” and not more elevated. con- 
siderations which determine and evil, right and 
wrong, in crises of national life, or of the world’s his- 
tory, are questions of equity often too complicated for 
decision mere rules, or even princi; of law, in- 
ternational or other. The instances of lgaria, of Ar- 
menia, and of Cuba, are entirely in point, and it is most 
probable that the contentions about the future of China 
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beside it no other tolerated evil is wrong. Wi Ar- 
menia and witness Crete. War has been ayo’ ; but 
what of the national consciences that such in- 
iguity and withheld the hand? And this tion to 


maintain right, by force if need be while common to all 
a rests peculiarly upon the greater, in proportion to 
their means. 


MILITARISM AND LABOR. 

The Kansas City “Star” seems to be among the recent 
additions to the class of people who are unduly dis- 
turbed over the subject of militarism. In an article on 
*“Militarism and Labor” it assails some of the leading 
officers of our Army. The “Times” may be quite sure 
that whatever is pro 1 by General Merriam, General 
Merritt or General Brooke, will be strictly within the 
limits of the Constitution. The article says: 

“In his report on the Idaho miners’ riots, which he was 
sent to suppress, General Merriam, of the Regular Army 
establishment, says: ‘Since the trouble largely originates 
in hostile organizations of men known as labor unions, I 
should s t a law making the formation of such 
unions or kindred societies a crime.’ 

“So far as General Merriam personally is concerned it 
is of no consequence what his views are upon any ques- 
tion of public concern, but it does matter a great deal 
what he says officially as an army officer in active serv- 
ice. It matters a great deal because he correctly voices 
a spirit of militarism which was born of the President's 
policy of territorial conquest by the force of arms. Gen- 
eral Merriam is not a stranger to the constitution and 
the principles of government of the United States, hence 
he knows that such a law as he suggests could not be 
enacted without setting aside the very foundation of the 
Declaration of Independence, which was the inspirer of 
the constitution. It follows, therefore, that he means 
the Washington government should assume authority in 
the premises and declare the formation of labor unions 
and kindred societies a crime against the nation. Pre- 
sumably General Merriam had the idea in his mind that 
the military should be charged with enforcing the law 
and inflicting the proper punishment upon the guilty. 

General Merriam is a resentative officer of the 
Army as the President would like to make it. General 
Merritt, the next in rank to the general in chief, has 
already informed the country that we have “outgrown 
the constitution.” General Brooke has tied Cuba to his 
joilitary chariot, and General Otis is doing his best, 
under orders from Washington, to overthrew the Philip- 

ine republic and establish military rule in its stead. So 
it would seem that the leading generals of the Army are 
thoroughly imbued with the spirit of militarism go super- 
sede the existing form of government, and thaf General 
Merriam only voices the sentiments of his fellow officers 
when he says it should be made a crime for labor to 
organize in its own defence. The cry of imperialism is 
neither “copperheadish” nor “traitorous.” It is sounding 
the alarm bell, and if the people do not heed the warning 
General Merriam’s recommendation will be favorably 
acted upon and organized labor will be treated as or- 
ganizations of criminals. 

“It is not at all surprising that the first blow of military 
rule should be struck at organized labor. Labor has the 
inherent strength, the righteousness of Faroese ard the 
stability of character to control the itical future of 
the country, and although its conservatism makes it move 
slowly and cautiously, it is moving in the right direction, 
none the less —. Organized labor is the mightiest 
political factor in the United States, but it has not yet 
concentrated itself in its own defence and to save the 
country from the tyranny of organized capital. But the 
time has come when its own existence depends upon 
unanimous action. General Merriam says im effect for 
the Army that wherever it has the power it will make it 
a crime for wage-earners to organize to protect their in- 
terests. The colonies will always be under a military 
despotism, and organized labor will not be tolerated. 
Contract labor will not only be tolerated, but made the 
one standard of labor's rights. And if the government 
of the United States swings under militarism in the 
colonies it surely will in time in the United States proper, 
for the supreme authority at home and abroad will be 
centered in Washington. The military by General Mer- 
riam has challenged organized labor to the contest for 
supremacy in the political concerns of the nation, and it 
is for organized labor to accept the challenge or disband. 
There is no middle ground.” 


PROF. CLARK ON PEACE. 

In the published report of the proceedings of the Lake 
Mohonk conference on International Arbitration, we ob- 
serve that there was much said about the economic 
forees working for arbitration. One of the principal ex- 


yonents of this phase of the peace question was Prof. 
John B. Clark, of Columbia University, who has written 
Fret eon and exhaustively on that much-abused sub- 








t—“‘economics’’—and who has yet been unable to set 
orth a system of political economy that will end the 
strife of competition which as eminent economists as 
he have said is the real cause of all wars. That “busi- 
ness is war’ is a proposition that has received the assent 
of those who have come into contact with the fierce 
struggle for existence to which ps members of an 
exclusive or select profession like that of the ministry 
or the university teacher may not be wholly subjected. 
When thinkers like Prof. Clark are utterly unable to 
frame a system of relationship between the individual 
elements of a community that will assure brotherly con- 
cord and neighborly harmony, one may be pardoned for 
viewing with a certain amount of cynicism efforts of 
these same gentlemen to bring about peace between 
aggregations of communities. 

‘hat system would Prof. Clark pro to overcome 
the objection of the wage earners to disarmament, that 
it would not only glut the labor market but would de- 
stroy a number of our largest industries? Would any 
system he has developed silence the se oo of Pacific 
coast workmen to the muster out of Volunteers in places 
where they might lower wages.

LONDON TIMBS ON THE MANILA SITUATION. 


A private letter from Manila, dated Aug. 21, published 
in the London “Times” of Sept. 30, says: 

“Aguinaldo is getting the best of it just now. That is 
to say the Americans’ headway is slow and painful, cost- 
ly and exhausting, and no Filipino corpses remain on the 
field as a guarantee of good faith; neither are Filipino 
rifles captured as evidence of tangible achievement, nor 
is there anything to show that the geographical advance 
is a practical advance. Aguinaldo’s men attack points 
on the railroad with the persistency of mosquitoes and 
with the same degree of impunity. What can the heav- 
ily-clad, heavily-armed American, depending on a colossal 
commissariat system and officered by slow men under the 
supreme command of a -intentioned but sh Gen- 


eral—what can such a force do against nimble natives as 
light and fleet of foot as deer and as mischievous as 


monkeys’ 
“The French in Tongking found in 1883 that white 
troops could not possibly compete with natives in the 
matter of mobility, and as France could not hire 
To nq me borrowed a body of Filipinos from 
Spain. very Filipnos are now playing a similar 
game against the ricans. Some of Aguinelie’s pres- 
ent officers served in Tongking and defeated Chinese and 
Tonghingese hordes who had beaten Frenchmen.

“The majority of the country people are eager for 
peace, and do not much care how it comes about. long 
as Aguinaldo promised he would drive out the Americans 
they sided with him. When Aguinaldo was driven back 
the country people sided with the winners. Now in- 
aldo’s men are in the vill again, and the Americans 
are not there, and the docile peasantry just swim with 
the tide. Feeble attempts have been made at - 
ment. At one time there was issued a proclamation of- 
fering $30 Mexican for every rebel rifle brought into the 
American camp. The Filipinos answered by offering $60 
for Aap | American rifie. And now no Filipino rifies are 
coming in, but American rifles are being stolen very fre- 
quently. In any case, $30 is a ridiculous price in present 
circumstances. General Otis personally, not his supe- 
riors in Washington, nor his advisers in Manila, is a man 
of ruinous parsimony. 

_ “The Governor General of the Philippines, slow as he 
is, thinks it worth while to expend 40 minutes of his time 
in discussing with a law court interpreter whether $1 or 
$1.50 per day is a fair rate of remuneration for law court 
interpreting.

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ADMIRAL DEWEY KEPT BUSY. 

Admiral Dewey’s personal staff-for the present will 
consist of Lieut. Brumby, who was his Flag Lieutenant 
on the Olympia, and Lieut. Caldwell, who served as 
Naval Secretary, but in addition he is to have a private 
secretary, with the rank and pay of a Lieutenant. When 
the Admiral settles down to the routine of his life in 
Washington he may require no assistant except his pri- 
vate secretary. The two officers who have served with 
him since the Manila Bay fight will then probably be 
ordered to other duty. The law entitles the Admiral 
of the Navy and a Vice-Admiral to a private secretary, 
with the rank of full Lieutenant. During the life of 
Vice-Admiral Rowan, Rowan Stevens, son of Admiral 
Stevens, served in that capacity. Acting upon a sug- 
gestion from the Department, Admiral Dewey has desig- 
nated his official secretary Mr. T. W. Crawford, who 
has been a clerk in the Navy Department for years, and 
lately has been an able assistant to the Judge Advocate 
General. He is well qualified for the position, and 
already entered on his duties in attending to the enor- 
mous amount of mail matter requiring attention. 

Private offices are to be provided the Admiral at the 
Navy Department, and an allotment made to pay the 
expenses. The Admiral will remain as the guest of Mrs. 
McLean until the residence to be purchased for him is 
ready for occupancy. To the committee having charge 
of the matter the Admiral has stated he wished a house 
completely furnished, in which he could move this au- 
tumn. 

There is some interest manifested in Washington so- 
ciety as to the lady, if any, wuo will preside over the Ad- 
miral’s household. Rumors of his Pn pee have been 
rife since his arrival, and yet they all seem without sub- 
stantial basis. Furthermore, it is not known the Ad- 
miral has any close female relative whom he might in- 
vite to do the honors at his home. Admiral Dewey will 
undoubtedly entertain liberally when he returns to the 
Capital City for the winter, and has asked that in pro- 
viding a house a dining room to seat at least 18 persons 
should be required. It has been so long since there was 
an Admiral of the Navy that Admiral wey’s addition 
3 the social world in Washington is bound to have its 
effect. 

Admiral Dewey left on the night of Oct. 9, accompa- 
nied by his staff, for his home in Vermont, where he was 
the recipient of much attention and enthusiastic ovation 
for several days. For the next two days he will be in 
Boston, where he is the guest of that city. Next week he 
returns to Washington, and later goes to Atlanta to wit- 
ness the presentation of a sword which the State of Geor- 
gia is to give Lieut. Brumby, his Flag Lieutenant on the 
Olympia. A visit perhaps to Chicago may complete the 
Admiral’s trips about the country for the present.

HEALTH OF OUR TROOPS IN CUBA. 

In a personal letter to Surgeon General Sternbersz, 
Maj. Valery Havard, Chief Surg., Department of Santi- 
ago and Puerto Principe, gives details of an extended 
trip through the two provinces with General Wood. He 
says they have quite a number of posts on the north 
coast, and he has been surprised to see how healthy they 
are, the percentage of sick seldom exceeding 5, the 
trouble being mostly malarial fever of a mild type. Two 
regiments in Puerto Principe have been driven from their 
barracks by yellow fever but the men in camp3 are 
doing well, especially in view of the moral and military 
relaxation which prevails in this enervating climate. 
However, it must be said that the season has been un- 
usually dry, and that when the rains begin in earnest 
life in camp will be wretched enough, and the sickness 
will considerably increase. Our soldiers are unusually 
well cared for. They are kept away from the sun, do 
no fatigue work, drill but little, drink boiled water, more 
or less beer, and very little whiskey or rum. - 

Dr. Howard thinks that our troops cannot safely live 
in towns, and that the question of taking care of Amer- 
ican troops in this climate will always be a serious one. 
He recommends the reduction of our troops to the mini- 
mum and the .organization of native regiments, partly 
officered by Americans. His knowledge of the Cubans 
leads him to think this would be very successful. The 
British have found it so. He says: “Yellow fever has 
long ceased to trouble us officers and enlisted men. sim- 
ply because we put ourselves out of its reach. It still 
lurks in the cities, and any non-immune can easily find 
it. The type is getting to be quite mild.” 


SINGING IN THE ARMY AND NAVY. 

Not one of the least artistic features of the New York 
welcome to Admiral Dewey was the serenade given him 
by the People’s Choral Union, which chartered two 
steamers and went down the bay on the night of Sept. 
28 and sang patriotic songs, in which, of course, the 
jackies had just as delighted a share as the musically in- 
clined Admiral. No more inspiring sight has ever been 
seen in the harbor of New York than the spectacle of 
the Stars and Stripes being hoisted on the Olympia cut 
out against the black sky by the playing on it of power- 
ful searchlights from points as distant as the Brooklyn 
Bridge, while 1,500 voices sang the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” The chorus under Mr. Frank Damrosch, which 
has a fine ear for time and volume, was charmed by the 
cheering of the crew of the Olympia, which had been 
practicing all the way home from Manila. It was not 
like the ordinary cheering of a crowd, ragged and un- 
sustained; it was resonant, full-voiced, delivered in per- 
fect unison, and swept over the dark waters like an 
echo from one of the great guns that frowned at the 
side. It was done so well that the serenaders realized 
they were singing to a body of men who were natural 
musicians, and who could appreciate the happy thought 
that inspired the water concert. 

Perhaps more could be made of singing in our Army 
and Navy than we at first might think. The art of 
singing has not been cultivated in the Army with any 
conspicuous success. Too often the concert hall of the 
private soldier is the canteen, though occasionally, it is 
true, in elevated moments he is apt to burst into song 
amid more public surroundings. Vocalization in the 
streets in certain circumstances can become a military 
offence, and history records the fate of the huge artillery- 
man who was made a prisoner for forgetting himself in 
this way. According to all accounts he had been ex- 
tremely noisy, but he modestly declined to admit that he 
had been guilty of anything resembling a song. “I 
wasn't singing, sir,” he urged, after the evidence had set 
forth that he had disturbed an area of about two square 
miles, “I was only humming.”

At the Royal Academy, Woolwich, the Cadets who 
were mostly public school boys, sang that fine old an- 
them, “Forty Years On,” composed by Mr. Farmer, and 
the “Burial of Sir John Moore,” in splendid style. The 
latter song was subsequently sung with almost equal 
effect by the Royal Scots Fusiliers and Royal West Kent 
at Chatham. At Woolwich later a very successful regi- 
mental concert was given, at which the 5th Battalion 
Rifle Brigade handled a regimental song with an enthu- 
siasm and precision that made it delightful to listen to. 

Mr. Damrosch’s fine body of more than a thousand 
trained singers is the result of a few years’ steady work 
with the musically uneducated masses. Perhaps some 
day some enthusiast will tackle the de Reszkes and 
Campaninis hidden under the uniform of Uncle Sam. 


IN DEFENCE OF THE ORDNANCE DEPART- 
MENT. 


George Tucker Bispham, of Philadelphia, has come to 
the defence of our Army Ordnance Department in a pam- 
phlet entitled “Smoky Powder and Springfield Rifles; 
Why They Were Furnished Our Volunteers.”” Mr. Bispham 
tells us what we already knew, that Congress withheld 
the appropriations required to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the Ordnance sw epartment, but he does not ex- 
plain why this Department was so long making up their 
minds as to the choice of a smokeless powder, while other 
nations, including even Spain, had reacned a determina- 
tion in the matter. The Navy Ordnance officers are dis- 
posed to be somewhat frank in regard to their opera- 
tions, but our Army Ordnance Department is so inclined 
to secrecy that it is difficult to determine to what credit 
or criticism they are entitled. For example, they have in 
the Ordnance Department a report upon the Spri gfield 
rifle in the Philippines whicn cannot possibly reveal any 
secrets, even to the most belligerently disposed foreign 
Government. We offereu to publish it, but the Ordnance 
Department refused to let us have a copy with a trem- 
bling anxiety lest some sort of cataclysm should follow 
= protane meddling with the solemn secrets of the 
gods. 

It is obvious, of course, that there may be matters 
within the knowledge of the Ordnance Department that 
it might not be well to make public, but there are sub- 
jects under consideration by them which require the light 
of public discussion. ‘The history of Army equipment 
shows that the most sesious and important changes in it 
have not resulted from the efforts of the Oranance De- 
partment, and they have often been compelled to wait 
until their conservative hostility to change could be over- 
come. If there is any branch of our military service 
which requires that its operations should be vpen to crit- 
icism and discussion, it is this Department, which is 
most unwilling to let in the light of day upon their pro- 

ings. 

Returning to Mr. Bispham’s pamphlet, we find him 
stating these conclusions: . 

“First—To maintain the efficiency of the infantry, im- 
provements in small arms and their ammunition were 
necessary. These improvements were made through the 
Ordnance Department as far back as 1892; and the ne- 
cessity for having on hand a sufficient supply of these 
munitions of war was pointed out through the same 
agency. 

“Second—The improvements in small arms consisted 
or resulted in the production of a rifle of smaller caliber, 
throwing a lighter bullet, having a slightly greater ex- 
treme range than the old rifle, but with less force at the 
corresponding point of impact, although possessing the 
ae of much greater tiatness of trajectory for the 
intermediate and ordinary fighting ranges. e small 
arm thus produced was more effective, in the sense of 
being more searching, than the Springfield rifle, since, 
owing to its flat trajectory, it covered a much larger area 
of destruction of an opposing force, though this advan- 
tage was qualified to a degree as yet not fully determined, 
by its less certain maiming or destructive effect on ani- 
mate objects. 

“Third—In the effort to attain the desired result, 
smokelessness in powder was accidentally developed. Its 
production had not been by design, and the desirability 
even of this propertv (smokeiessness) at the time was 
questioned by high military authority.” 

Mr. Bispham thinks that it was the American invent- 
ors who interfered with the plans of the Ordnance De- 
partment. He shows, what is undoubtedly the fact, that 
our Army gun is of American origin, and recommends 
that it should be rechristened the “U. 8S. Magazine 
Rifle.” It does not occur to him to say that, being an 
American invention we had to wait until it received for- 
eign approval before we could adopt it. As to smokeless 
powder, Mr. Bispham says: 

“At present there is unquestionable unanimity as to 
the desirability of the absence of smoke from the battle- 
field; but this absence of smoke is viewed by real sol- 
diers, not so much as a safeguard for themselves as for 
the advantage it carries with it in clearing the field for 
skilful action. The conclusion would seem to be that 
practical experience in the Santiago campai sustains 
the claim that troops furnished with smokeless powder 
have the advantage over troops which are not so sup- 
plied. is conclision, however, should, in turn, be 
qualified by the fact that many line officers of our Army 
of high rank, prior to the campaign, openly and emphat- 
ically expressed their preference for the Springfield rifle, 
even using smoky powder: and although this opinion has 
not turned out to be well founded, the censure of any 
bureau of the War Department for failing to supply the 
Volunteers with smokeless powder and the new rifle 
would appear to be, on this ground alone, entirely un- 
warranted. Then what lesson is to be learned from the 
eggs of the Spanish War?

THE MARCONI SYSTEM. 

Col. James Allen, of the Signal Corps of the Army, 
has planned to conduct an extensive series of experiments 
in Washington this fall with the Marconi system of wire- 
less. telegraphy. ‘The tests are to be conducted in con- 
nection with the new automobiles recently received by 
the War Department. The automobile Signal Corps 
wagons are to be supplied with the electric appliances 
of the Marconi and each of the storage wagons 
will, in addi be provided with a balloon which wil] 
the coil of electric wire necessary for 
e ion of the messages. One principle of the 
wireless telegraphy ree pe | is the elevation of the con- 
ducting wire into the air. The instrument is attached to 
the ground end of the wire, but there is no connecting 
wire between the different points of communication. 
Around the hills of Arlington and Fort Myer the country 
affords excellent experimental — It is proposed to 
have one automobile wagon to the field several miles 
from the fort and then send into the air a balloon with 
the electric wire attached. From this wagon to the 
other wagon it is posed to send the messages by the 
wireless system. e automobile wagons received by 
the War Department are three in number and were con- 
structed expressly under the specifications prepared by 
Col. Allen. Two wagons are ped like a regular cov- 
ered delivery wagon and are designed to carry the Sig- 
nal Corps’ various instruments and phernalia, and 
one wagon is without cover and designed for the con- 
veyance of officers of the Corps. 

he equipment of the first mentioned wagons consists 
of forty cells of storage battery of sufficient capacity to 
run these vehicles thirty miles on one charge of the bat- 
teries carrying 1,500 pounds transportation load. The 
motor equipment consists of two horse power mo- 
tors, one attached directly and independently to either 
rear wheel, and are so wound and designed that they can 
be worked on aeies and bad roads to as high as 6 
horse power each, which would mean 4 maximum horse 
power capacity of 12 horse power for each wagon. 

The maximum speed of the vehicles is ten miles an 
hour. A novel feature of these wagons is the absence 
of anything like bicycle construction, or what is com- 
monly expected in automobile construction. Every piece 
of iron work in the vehicle was hand forged, and the 
wheels are made with steel hubs, the inside of which 
form receptacles for the ball bearings. Instead of pneu- 
matic tires the wheels are bound with solid hard rubber 
tires. They are fitted up with electric lights in the side 
lanterns and in the larger vehicles in the interior also, 
and it is understood that later a new form of searchlight 
will be added to the equipment. The larger wagons are 
designed for any use that may be required in the signa! 
service, and can be readily converted into a field tele- 
graph station should the occasion require it.

ON BEHALF OF THE ARMY. 


At the corner stone banquet held at the Auditorium in 
Chicago, Oct. 9, Brig. Gen. T. M. Anderson, U. 8S. A., 
made an excellent speech in response to the toast to the 
Army. In it he said: 

“I have seen on many occasions our Volunteers, both 
State and national, receive their baptism of fire, and | 
have never seen break under fire, as our militia is 
said to have done at Long Island, Camden and Bladens- 
burg. Those were exceptional cases. 

“There was no flinching by heroes of Bunker Hill and 
Kings Mountain, Lundy’s Lane and New Orleans, yet 
even they never fought with greater spirit than the men 
of ’61, or than our young soldiers of this generation have 
shown in Cuba and Luzon. May we not infer from this 
that four generations under free institutions has at least 
proven that we are worthy of our sires? 

“The guns of Santiago and Manila will echo down the 
ages. enerations yet unborn will hear the reverbera- 
tions of that cannonade. Island empires will date their 
regeneration from the time our oriflamme of Freedom 
was seen through the dun smoke of battle. God acts by 
natural means. We all know that the world is governed 
by ideas. But those ideas must be embodied in acts. 
The inventor must make his dreams practical; the 
statesman his laws effective; the executive his power 
felt. The word must be made flesh to dwell among us. 
We must not have too much of the milk of human kind- 
ness to catch the nearest way, or let I dare not wait 
upon I would. We know how to fight; we must alsv 
know how to conquer. Not conquest for conquest’s sake. 
yet we must reverse Richelien’s apothegm, “All methods 
to conciliate and then all means to crush,’ and first use 
all means to crush and then all methods of conciliation. 

“Our war with Spain was a contest of the new against 
the old, of freedom ainst despotism, of liberality 
against bigotry, of intelligence against superstition. Un- 
fortunately there was a corollary to the Spanish war. 
Those who have been in battle know that the most se- 
vere trial to the courage and discipline of troops is to 
lie in reserve under fire without the power of replying. 
The hardest trial through which our soldiers in the Phil- 
ippines have had to go through were the insults and 
provocations received before hostilities began. We saw 
them throwing up fortifications around us and mounting 
guns on them in plain view as at Sumter in ’61. We saw 
them ee organizing, arming. ‘They placed their 
pickets within ten yards of ours and almost every day 
our men had to endure gross insults and provocation. 
Women and children were permitted to come to Manila 
although we knew that hostilities would probably in 
with an uprising in the city. Yet the American soldier 
bided his time until the dogs of war were let slip om 
Feb. 5. If there was some complaint of delay, pray re- 
member the old couplet: 

If stricken on the right cheek, turn the left cheek, too: 
But if , ~ rane on the left cheek, what the mischief will 

you do 

_ General Anderson presented some of the reasons which 
justify the existence of armies, even in a republic, and 
showed by historical citations that force is one of the 
elements in the evolution of progress. It is to the soldier 
before all others that the security and progress of great 
states is due. 











So much interest is displayed in Marine Corps va- 
eancies and appointments that the Navy Department 
has become burdened in answering inquiries.

Havana Province generally is in a fair condition; the land 
is rich, rolling and well suited for farming, and capable of 
producing excelent crops when cultivated. The ulation 
has been greatly reduced, probably on an average 50 per 
cent., owing to the war. ose towns on the railroad have 
telegraphic connections, and all the towns have more or less 
imperfect mail service. 

Sanitary conditions have improved very much in all towns. 
There is now comparatively little destitution. It is reeom- 
mended that some of the important towns be supplied with 
good water systems, which will add much to the improve- 
ment of sanit conditions, besides givi work to unem- 
ployed iabor. oads connecting the more important towns 
should also be constructed and repaired as deemed advisable. 
It is thought that most of the municipalities will soon be 
self-supporting. 

The condition of the Provinces of Havana and Pinar del 
Rio is daily improving. The acre cultivated is gradually 
being extended, and sanita regulations everywhere more 
generally com: lied with. ceas. aol robberies are com- 
mitted by small pertion, but many of the robbers or bandits 
have been caught, and such depredations are becoming less 
frequent. The two provinces of this Department are making 
progress along the paths of peace and ym ay 

With very few exceptions, the old and effete Spanish laws 
are still in operation, and the course of modern justice is 
much delayed by antique and cumbersome machinery. Judi- 
cial pegseten, extortion and abuses flourish in many places 
a8 OF Old, 

It is a remarkable fact, and one which probably does not 
«xist as to the other provinces that there has never been but 
one application from this province for food.

IN DEFENCE OF THE ARMY. 

‘ne of the most important speeches made during Presi- 
‘lent MeKinley’s western trip was the address at Chi- 
cago on Oct. 7 of Secretary of War Elihu Root, who 
was the chief speaker of the Presidential party at the 
banquet at the Marquette Club. The Secretary senpenges 
to the toast “The American Soldier.” After explaining 
ihe inefficiency of the national military machine as the 
result of 30 years of peace, he ran over the long period 
of waiting at Manila, while the rebels were entrenching 
themselves, and then came to the problem that faced the 
\meriean soldier after the rebels began the war. Twen- 
ty-five days after the attack upon the American lines 
feneral Otis had left buat 4,498 soldiers, officers and 
en whom he was entitled to command as Congress had 
passed a law disbanding the Army in effect. 

‘The problem before General Otis,” said the Secre- 
lary, “was to hold back the uncounted hordes who sur- 
rounded Manila, to keep in subjection the 200,000 Fili- 
pinos in the city who had received orders to rise and 
massacre every European within its limits; to wait, with 
the rainy season coming upon him, until a new Army 
could be raised and sent a third of the way around the 
world, to take the place of the old Army which must be 
sent back home. nd then again the American soldier, 
the Volunteer soldier, and the thousands of Regulars 
who were entitled to their discharge, showed what stuff 
they were made of. Homesick, longing for a sight of 
their old homes in temperate climes, enfeebled and sick 
from their long stay under tropical sun, and in the 
tropieal rains, nevertheless, in this rate strait of 
their country, they abandoned the bright visions of home 
and stayed, without obligations, except that of patriot- 
ism, until a new Army could be raised and sent to stand 
behind the fla

“They are the best youth of America. Let me tell you 
that in the month of July we enlisted 2,900 men for the 
Regular Army and they were enlisted out of 14,000 ap- 
picants, of whom 11, were rejected on examination. 

Applause.] oo are well officered by the best intel- 
lect of America. Let me speak of what I know—that of 
the 700 officers of the fifteen regiments which have 
been officered since the Ist of August not one has been 
appointed who had not seen actual! service in the peas 
lar Army or in war, and not one has been appointed who 
was not appointed on his efficiency record as a soldier.” 
{Prolonged applause. ] 

In concluding Secretary Root said: 

“And so the American soldier is different from all 
other soldiers of all other countries since the world be- 
gan, and to-day I am prouder of him for what he is 
doing in poor bleeding Cuba and devastated Porto Rico 
and what he is doing in that tumultuous City of Manila 
than I ever was for the greatest victory he ever won. 
He goes with the sword, with the bayonet, with the can- 
non, but the moment that the enemy ceases to fire he 
comes with open hand with the spirit of John Howard 
and Florence Nightingale, to heal the sick, to succor the 
poor, teach the ignorant, to set up the arts of peace and 
to turn the scene of warfare into the smiling land of 
plenty. [Applause.} 

“My friends, to-day our brothers are lying in the 
trenches in Luzon, and to-day over the length and 
breadth of this land, lying and envious tongues, for 
political effect, are spreading vile slanders concerning 
the American soldiers in Luzon. The day will come 
when the names and the fames of these our brothers 


of to-day are as dear to the American people as the 
names and the fames of the hero@s of Gettysburg. I 
protest in the name of the American soldier against all 


those who, believing what they wish to believe without 
opportunity for explanation or contradiction, circulate 
and print the idle tales which fly through the air from 
malicious tongues, impugning the honor of the true and 


noble Americans who are protecting the honor of our 
fing. I ask your condemnation upon all those who speak 
and print imputations upon them while they are endur- 
ing the hardships of that distant land, dying, it may be 
for the honor of your flag and theirs. They will be 


faithful to vou, and the honor of the Republic. Oh, 
Americans, be faithful and fair to them.” [Applanse.] 


INSPECTION OF THE NEW REGIMENTS. 


Reports to the A. G. on the inspection of the 30th U. 
S. Volunteers, at Fort Sheridan, Ill., Aug. 22-24, Col 
Cornelius Gardener, Captain, 19th Infantry, commands 
The number of men recruited in each State (exclusive 
of 95 who have been discharged as unsuite! to the serv- 
ice, etc.) is as follows: Tllinois, 706; Michigan, 484; 
Wisconsin. 41: Indiana, 52; other places, 13; total, 
1,296. Every non-commissioned officer has seen service 
in the Regulars or Volunteers: two officers in the Reg- 
ulars, 36 in the Volunteers, and one has been a Cadet at 


West Point and served in the N. Y. N. G. 

The officers seem to be zealous and intelligent in the 
performance of their duties. The regimental commander 
stated to the Inspector that a few of them do not appear 
to be up to the standard in this regard, but these have 
not been long enough under observation to justify special 
mention of their names in this connection. None of the 
officers is addicted to intemperance or gambling and none 
is incapacitated for active service. 

Of the enlisted men. 656 or about 51 per cent. have 
had previous military service as follows: In the Regular 
Army, 88; in the Volunteer Army, 530, and in the Na- 
tional Guard, 43. Those who have had previous service 
have been so assigned to the different companies that 
each company has an equal proportion of experienced 
non-commissioned officers and privates. Seven hours a 
day are devoted to instruction. Thirty thousand rounds 
have been expended in target practice, no standing prac- 
tice being admitted ; 500 yards is the longest range. There 
is gallery practice in the open air near camp. 

The non-commissioned officers of the guard and senti- 
nels questioned were fairly well instructed. Printed 
rules Yor sentinels, which they are reauired to memorize, 
are posted in each company street. Parades, inspections 
and roll calls are held regularly and in proper form. 
There have been four desertions and 58 summary convic- 
tions. The discipline was apparently good for so new a 
command. There was little drunkenness and only one 
man in the. guard house. The camp is extremely neat. 
A sink at each kitchen connects with the general sewace 
and prevents the sloppy appearance so usual about kitch 
ens. Only undress uniform has been issued, and no 
black shoes. The summer clothing will be kept in bulk 
until the regiment reaches the Philippines. 

The lines of the companies were excellent while pass- 
ing in review. Company commanders and guides have. 
evidently, had little experience in estimating the proner 
distances, and the distances were poorly preserved. The 
band is composed chiefly of musicians who have served 
in military bands, and kept good time and marched in 
good order. 

In battalion and company drill, in close and extended 
order, some incorrect comm were given, but the 
movements were fairly well-executed. Five hours dailv 
are devoted to drill, and a large proportion to extended 
order. Cossack posts. with proper support and reserve. 
were finely establiehed by Maj. M. E. Steele. The health 
of the regiment was excellent. One man sick in hospital 
and 21 in quarters. ith the exception of hospital and 
shelter tents. Quartermaster supplies are good and snf- 
ficient. The subsistence and ordnance supplies are good 
and sufficient. The hooks are well kept. The regimental 
Commissary, Lieut. Corbett, served during the Spanish 
War as Onartermaster of the Ist Georgia Volunteers. 
The Regimental Commissary Sergeant. Will E. 
Twight, served five vears in the French Army. e also 
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structors, and most of the non-commissioned officers will 
be selected from has been no target prac- 
tice, but some barracks instruction in ting drill.

Lieut. Col. P. D, Vroom, I. G., reports on the 46th 
Volunteer Infantry, inspected at South Frami i 
Mass., Sept. 22 and 23. Its commander, Col. Walter 8. 
Schuyler, Captain, 5th Cavalry. is an able and experi- 
en officer. The organization of the regiment was not 
complete, and no staff officers had been appointed. Nine 
companies have been provisionally organized; 370 men 
were in eda under arms, and thout arms. There 
were 155 absentees, 27 without leave, and 1« in confine- 
ment. The police was excellent. and the camp well laid 
out, but the ground is not well adapted for camp purposes, 
the drainage being poor. The food is excellent: supplies 
sufficient and of excellent quality; 30,000 rounds wy ae 
munition had been received. The health of the command 
was excellent. Six men sick in hospital and five in quar- 
ters. Instruction was progressing as rapidly as possible. 
The lack of officers is a serious drawback. 

The daily routine of drills, ete.. is as follows: Setting- 
up drill, 20 minutes, immediately after reveille; com- 
pany drill, from 8 to 9 and from 10 to 11 a. m.: recruit 
and extended order drill, from 2 to 3.30 p.m. The latter 
time will be devoted to battalion drill as soon as the bat- 
talions are organized. A school for officers is held daily 
at 4.30 p. m.. and one for non-commissioned officers at 
1.30 p. m. Company inspections are made daily at re- 
treat roll call, which is under arms. Inspections of the 
whole command are made weekly. There is no auitable 
target range at the camp. and target practice will be 
held at Lovell’s Island, in Boston Harbor, two companies 
being sent to the range at a time. 

The guard was regularly mounted, but no officer of the 
enard has been detailed, owing to the lack of officers. 
Thirteen men were in confinement. Such company books 
as had been opened were properly kept. The command- 
ing officer has had but little opportunity to judge of the 
zeal and intelligence of the officers of his regiment. None 
of them has been reauired to pass an examination as to 
age, moral, mental and physical fitness and capacity to 
command troops. 


DEPARTMENT OF THD GULF. 


In his annual report from this Department. Royal T. 
Frank, Colonel. Ist Artillery. commanding. says: 

“By G. O. No. 102. A. G. O., Tune 6. the Department 
of Texas, to consist of the State of Texas, was re-es- 
tablished, thus taking that State out of the Department.

“Many of the new posts are located on small islands, 
sand spits and other isolated and often unhealthful posi- 
tions with unattractive surro It will be real 
economy as well as an imperative duty to the troops sta- 
tioned there to make these posts as attractive and ith- 
ful as possible. Unless these posts are made healthful 
and attractive and are provided with means of recrea- 
tion and improvement it will be difficult to enlist good 
men willing to serve there. 

At some posts no range for small-arms practice exists, 
and at othe due to unavoidable circumstances, the 
range is unsatisfactory. For .these reasons and more es- 
pecially on account of the large number of recruits now 
in the ranks, the percentages attained are very low. 

Six commissioned officers were tried by general courts 
martial during the year, all Volunteers; there were 362 
trials of enlisted men, of whom 176 were Volunteers and 
186 Regulars. There were 330 desertions during the 
year, of whom 253 were Regulars and 77 Volunteers.’

WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Boers have anticipated the English in the decla- 
ration of an ultimatum, and as this ultimatum was 
promptly declined the two nations are technically on a 
war footing. Actual hostilities may occur at any mo- 
ment. Martial law has been proclaimed at Pretoria, and 
British residents without permits must leave the Trans- 
vaal within an eight-day limit. The Boers declared that 
the actions of the English evidently threatened the integ- 
rity of their country, and deraanded that they suspend 
the movement for reinforcing their troops in South 


Africa, and that a reply to this demand be submitted by 
Oct. 11, 1899. A refusal to accede to this demand was 
to be accepted as a declaration of war. The British reply 
to the Boer ultimatum was contained in retary 
Chamberlain’s despatch to High Commissioner Milner, 
sent the evening of Oct. 10: y ‘ 

“Her Majesty’s Government has received with great 
regret . the pempinte demands of the South African 
Republic conveyed in your telegram of Oct. 9. You will 
inform the Government of the South African Republic 
in reply that the conditions demanded by the Govern- 
ment of the South African Republic are such as Her 
Majesty’s Government deem it im ible to discuss.” 

The attitude of the Boers in the negotiations is set 
forth in the following despatch of President Kruger: 

“Pretoria, Oct. 11, 1899. 
“*Tribune,’ Chicago: 


“Through “The Tribune’ we wish to thank our many 
American friends for sympathy in the present crisis of 
the republic. Last Monday we gave England forty-eight 
hours’ notice within which to give assurance that the dis- 
pute will be settled by arbitration or other aceful 
means. The notice expires at 5 o’clock to-dav. e Brit- 
ish agent is recalled and war is certain. This is the fit- 
ting end of the British | ney of force and fraud which 
has marked all South Africa with the blood of Afrikan- 
We must now make South Africa free or the 
white man’s grave. The republic’s forces include all na- 
tionalties, among them a strong American co showing 
it is not a case of Boer against Outlander, but all na- 
tions against the English. e have full faith in freedom 
and republicanism and in the righteousness which guides 
the destinies of nations. PRESIDENT KRUGER.” 

The attempt to induce President McKinley to inter- 
vene in behalf of peace was met by this statement issued 
by the State Department, Oct. 12: 

“The President has received a large number of peti- 
tions signed by — | citizens of distinction, requesting 
him to tender the mediation of the United States to settle 
the differences existing between the Government of 
Great Britain and that of the Transvaal. He has re- 
ceived other petitions on the same subject, some of them 
desiring him to make common cause with Great Britain 
to redress the wrongs alleged to have been suffered by 
the Outlanders, and especially by American citizens in 
the Transvaal, and others wishing him to assist the 
Boers against alleged aggression. 

“Tt is understood that the President does not think it 
expedient to take action in any of these directions. As 
to ‘taking sides with either party to the dispute, it is not 
to be thought of. As to mediation, the President has re- 
ceived no intimation from either of the countries inter- 
ested that the mediation of the United States would be 
accepted, and in the absence of such intimation from both 
parties there is nothing in the rules of international 
usage to justify an offer of mediation in the present cir- 
cumstances. It is known that the President sincerely 
hopes and desires that hostilities may be avoided, but if. 
unfortunately, they should come to pass, the efforts of 
this Government will be directed—as they are at pres- 
ent—-to seeing that neither our National interests nor 
those of our citizens shall suffer unnecessarv injury. 

The Boers have the sympathy of the Hollanders and 
the descendants of Hollanders in this country as well as 
elsewhere. The little kingdom of Holland is profoundly 
stirred by the news from the Transvaal, and a strong 
pressure is being brought upon the Government to inter- 
fere. The enemies of England the world over are coming 
to the front, and it is apparent that the English have 
entered upon a difficult and uncertain undertaking. The 
question of subduing the Boers is not the only one they 
have to consider. The war seems to be popular in Eng- 
land. and the military movements are received with en- 
thnusiasm. 

From Sandsprint a “Times” correspondent reports 
Oct. 9 that the strength of the Boers at this point on the 
frontier is about 8,000 men, scattered in various camps 
over wide areas.

Sir Redvers is expected to 
have 30,000 men with him. Total British forces wil 
be augmented to 70,000 men, possibly 80,000. Durban 
is on the Indian Ocean. It is descri as “the New- 

rt of South Africa, as well as its Colorado Springs.” 
ts wide, palm and flower fringed streets, its ricksha 
zulus, its magnificent suburbs and its healthful climate 
combined as Mr. Hillegas tells in his volume “Oom 
Paul’s People,” to make Durban the finest residence 
city on the Dutch Continent.” The English are now la- 
menting the short sightedness of Lord Kimberly, who 
thirty years ago, refused to pay £12,000 for Delagoa Bay, 
now recognized as the key to South Africa. 

The English Government formerly had eight troop- 
ships with a carrying capacity of 50,000 tons; these 
have been sold, or transformed into coal bulks and liner 
vessels used. This explains the present difficulty in get- 
ting troops to South Africa. Men and material are 
ready, but the vessels are not forthcoming. A battalion 
a boat is all that can at present be carried. 

The Admiralty and Horse Guards “Gazette” says: 
“There is a prevalent idea that the Boers are destined 
to lead our troops to fight their mobile forces under 
cover of guns of position. The Boer is the product of a 
country which produces sportsmen armed with rifles, 
and a unique specimen of mounted sharpshooters. Can 
these men suddenly acquire the training of the foot sol- 
dier, and can their leaders at a moment’s notice as- 
similate the tactical knowledge implied by the creation 
of the three arms? Like the French soldiery of to-day, 
if the Boers take to fighting behind walls, and the serv- 
ing of guns of position, their downfall will be sudden, 
for their instinct is that of mobile riflemen trained to 
offensive warfare, which has gained them all the prestige 
which they ever had, or will have.” 

Lord emyss, in a letter to the “Times,” declares 
that the mounted rs are armed with a long-range 
rifle as superior to the carbine as the carbine is to the 
old cross bow. 


ADDITIONAL TROOPS FOR MANILA. 


War Department officials expect that by next Mon- 
day all of the twelve additional Volunteer regiments 
will be fully recruited for service in the Philippines. 
Recruiting returns received at the War Department 
show that all but the colored regiments have received 
their full quota and are expected to fill up before Mon- 
day evening. Everything is being done to get all of 
these regiments in shape for immediate transportation 
to Manila. Orders have already been issued to three of 
them to move to their selected rendezvous for embarka- 
tion. Secretary Root while in Chicago remarked that it 
was his purpose to have 49,000 troops in the Philip- 
pines 4 Nov. 15, and the entire 65, there by the 
end of December. He will come very near accomplish- 
ing this purpose. All but one regiment of the 65,000 
will have reached Manila by Jan. 1, according to the 
present fa of transportation. The remaining regi- 
ment will be one of the colored regiments and it will 
be delayed ten days to await the arrival of a trans- 
port from Manila to carry it from San Francisco. Three 
of the twelve regiments are to go from New York by 
way of the Suez canal. They are the 41st and 47th at 
Camp Meade, and 43d at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. They 
will transported on the Thomas, Logan and Meade. 
Che present schedule of transportation shows 2,918 men 
now at San Francisco for pee pee consisting of 
the 28th and 31st Infantry, and recruits. The ships 
available for these men are the Mananonz, which will be 
ready to sail Oct. 15; Olympia, Oct. 20; Victoria, Oct. 
20, and Hancock, Oct. 25, with an aggregate carrying 
capacity of 120 officers and 3,055 men. is will close 
the first movement by Oct. Before this date, how- 
ever, the movement of the twelve additional regiments 
will commence. It will begin with the departure of the 
Pennsylvania on Oct. 12, with thirty officers and 900 
men, and the Newport and City of Pueblo on the same 
date, the former with 500 men and the latter with 800. 
On Oct. 25 the Tartar is expected to sail with 1,100 
men and forty-five officers. he Senator is scheduled 
to leave Nov. 1, with thirty-five officers and 700 men: 





the City of Sydney, Nov. 15, with twenty-five officers 
and 700 men, and the Indiana, Nov. 20, with forty offi- 
cers and men. On the same date the following will 


probably sail: Ohio, twelve officers and 700 men; City 
of Pueblo, thirty-six officers and 690 men; Duke of Fife, 
forty officers and 900 men; Nov. 22, St. Paul, forty offi- 
cers and 750 men. The Pathen, a new transport just 
authorized but not yet chartered by Maj.

uly 21, 1899, Maj. Geo. W. Baird wrote to the Adju- 
tant General asking that the system of allo pay 
be extended to include commissioned officers, this being 
es ly needed in the case of Volunteer officers, who 
are paid on the roll of their organizations and cannot 
leave their pay account to be collected or allotted by 
some representative. The Paymaster General approved 
this recommendation and asked that, if possible, execu- 
tive action be taken in the matter. The question whether 
this was possible was referred to the Controller of the 
Treasury by the J. A. G., Aug. 3, 18¥¥, in a letter 
asking whether a receipt given by or allotted under the 
circumstances would be accepted by the accounting offti- 
cers. In reply the Controller says: “Provision has been 
made by section 16, act of March 2, 1899, authorizing 
the Seeretary of War to permit enlisted men of the U. 
S. Army to make allotments of their pay under such 
regulations as he may prescribe, and the question is 
now submitted whether the P aindi an of allotting their 
pay may be extended to officers of the Army by an 
executive order, there being no statutory provision au- 
thorizing officers to allot their pay. Section 3,477 R. §., 
provides: All transfers and assignments made by any 
claim upon the United States, or of any part of share 
thereof, or interest therein, whether absolute or condi- 
tional, and whatever may be the consideration therefor, 
and all powers of attorney, orders, or other authorities 
for receiving payment of any such claim, or of any part 
or share thereof, shall be absolutely null and void, unless 
they are freely made and executed in the presence of 
at least two attesting witnesses, after the allowance of 
such a claim, the ascertainment of the amount due, and 
the issuing of a warrant for the payment thereof. As 
allotment of pay is simply an assignment of the pay 
or the granting of a power of attorney to the allottee 
to receive the pay or a portion of the pay of the allottor 
and the allotment is not only made before the ascer- 
tainment of the amount due and the issuing of a war- 
rant for the payment thereof but before the amount al- 
lotted is due the allottor. As there is no law authoriz- 
ing officers of the Army to allot their pay I am of the 
opinion that allotments thereof by officers of the Army 
would be in violation of section 3,477 R. S. supra, and 
absolutely null and void, and that any executive order 
purporting to authorize such allotments by officers of the 
Army would be in contravention of the law and with- 
out effect. See decision in case of J. B. Batchelor, in let- 
ter to the P. G., dated Sept. 28, 1899.”

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PRAISE FOR OUR NAVY. 

With such an excellent orator as Secretary Long in the 
party, there was little danger of the Navy being slighted 
in any of the compliments that were scattered about 
in the speeches attending the Presidential tour in the 
West.

The result is that the splendid body 
of naval officers who to-day so highly command the con- 
fidence and admiration of the people are themselves the 
immediate representatives of the people, and of their 
common intelligence, spirit and standards. In this con- 
nection I remind myself that in Congress the naval com- 
mittees of the Senate and House are made up also of 
men from all parts of our common country. at great 
branch of our Government, which nurses the Navy and 
»rovides for it, is also representative of all the ple. 

he Navy is full of heroes unknown to fame. In the 
long watch before Santiago the terror of our great bat- 
tleships was the two Spanish torpedo boat destroyers, 
those swift, fiendish sharks of the sea, very engines of 
death and destruction and yet, when the great battle 
came it was the unprotected Gloucester, a converted 
yacht, that former plaything and pleasure boat of a 
summer vacation, which, without hesitation or turning, 





attacked these demons of the sea and sunk them both.: 


I have always thought it the most heroic and gallant in- 
dividual instance of fighting during the war. Who re- 
calls the still more varied services of our Navy—its ex- 
ploits and researches in the interest of science; its stimu- 
lus to international commerce; its surveys of foreign 
harbors; its charting of the sea and marking of the path- 
way of the merchant marine; its study of the stars; its 
contributions, in short, to all the interests of an en- 
lightened and progressive country? May I suggest there- 
fore that with this broader view of our Navy, not as an 
outside attachment to our institutions, but an integral 
part of them, it is a partial conception that criticises 
its recent development and its continued development 
in the future.”

LATEST FROM MANILA. 


The feature of the week's operations at Manila was 
the successful southward movement of Brig. Gen. 
Schwan toward San Francisco de Malabon. There was 
some fighting at the same time to the northward, but it 
was sporadic and of the nature of skirmishing. The 
rebels having been very active to the south of Manila 
General Schwan was sent by General Otis to scatter 
them. His forces were composed of the 13th Infantry, 
MecGrath’s troop of the 4th Cavalry mounted, a troop 
of the 3d Cavalry dismounted, three companies of the 
14th Infantry, under Maj. Daggett; Reilly’s Bat- 
tery of the 5th Artillery, Lowe’s scouts and a com- 
pany of engineers. General Frederick Grant's success 
in administering a chastisement to the rebels a few 
days before in the vicinity of Bacoor enabled the start 
to be made Oct. 8 from that place without o: ition. 
Marines were landed from the gunboats heeling. 
Petrel and Callao which by shelling the country cleared 
the way for the advance of the troops. The insurgents 
deserted the town of Old Cavite, but pushing rapidly on 
the Americans came upon the rebels in force at Bultos. 
They were entrenched and hand-to-hand fighting took 
place. Both the 13th Infantry and the 4th Cavalry 
charged the rebels, losing three officers and nine men 
wounded. The Filipinos could not stand the steady 
rushes of the Americans and fell back, their main body 
passing through Novaleta to San Francisco de Malabon, 
which is about half way between Imus and Santa Cruz. 
The rebel rear guard made some stubborn stan not 
joining the main body till Novaleta was reached. A 
number of former Spanish cannon were captured, A 
Japanese who was taken prisoner proved to be a Cap- 
tain of a Filipino company. ; 

The brigade of marines who took part in the land ope- 
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rations Was composed of the men who distinguished 
themselves at Caimanera, near Guantanamo, where th: 
fought Se = ae See on Cuban soil and 
lantly held their position for some days against a su 
rior force of Spaniards. They did the principal fighting 
of the day. ey marched along the causeway on the 
Cavite os. and when they reached a place near 
La Caridad, the key of the peninsula, the gunboats 
Wheeling, Petrel and Callao opened fire on the insur- 
gents. Under this protection the marines advanced a 
mile to Celia. Here they turned into a narrow 

lined with thickets. They were ambushed by a force 
of rebels concealed in the dense brush, but they did 
not waver for a single moment. They responded to the 
fire of the enemy and after a short fight chased the 
Filipinos to a large ford in the river a mile from No- 


yaleta. 

At this place they encountered a heavy redoubt. Com- 
panies B, C and obliqued to the right and, moving 
through the rice fields, in water up to their shoulders. 
advanced by rushes. The 2d Battalion deployed to the 
left and attempted a flank movement, which failed on 
account of the location of the redoubt, the only approach 
to which on that side was by a single bridge, which 
spanned an unfordable river having steep banks. The 
fighting at the redoubt was fierce and close. The marines 
were exposed to the fire of the enemy, and after the 
engagement it was learned that they had lost three 
killed and thirteen wounded. A Surgeon who was at- 
tending a wounded man on the field was hit by a rebel 
bullet. A few of the men of Co. D, Capt. Thorp, and 
Co. C, Capt. Porter, succeeded in getting across the 
river. They clambered up the bank and charged the re- 
doubt, putting the enemy to flight. The operations ex- 
hausted the marines, who were not accustomed to land 
operations, 4 

While this was going on General Grant with a batta- 
lion of the 4th Infantry, two companies of the 14th 
Infantry and a band of scouts made a demonstration 
from Imus. ‘The object of this was to prevent rein- 
forcements being sent to the forces on Gen. Schwan’s 
front. The movement was completely successful. The 
insurgents were cleared from the entire west bank of 
the Imus River and were glad to seek safety in the 
morasses and jungles. Two companies, with the scouts, 
crossed the river at Big Bend, and advanced westward 
in the direction of the Binacayan Road, the insurgents 
firing volleys as they fell back. A score of rebels used 
the Binacayan Church for entrenchments and made a 
desperate stand, but six were killed in their vain en- 
deavor to check the Americans. 

On Oct. 9 General Schwan’s column entered San 
I'rancisco de Malabon without opposition, the previous 
day’s fighting having taken the heart out of the rebels. 
An unfortunate casualty marred the easy capture of 
the town. In a reconnoissance Capt. Woodbridge Geary, 
13th Inf.. was mortally wounded, dying a few hours 
later. The reconnoitering party drove back the rebels 
for two miles, after hard fighting. Twenty-five rebels 
were captured, including two officers. Besides the loss 
of Capt. Geary, seven American soldiers were wounded, 
Oct. 11 General Schwan’s troops began their return 
march to their former positions. General Schwan, with 
the infantry, took the route from Perez des Marinas to 
Imus, while the artillery, cavalry and mule trains used 
the road from Malabon to Bacoor, the Signal Corps re- 
moving the wires. Prisoners brought in reported the 
rebels under General Trias as having retreated to Silang 
and Indang at the base of the mountains. 

The operations of the column of General Schwan were 
a fine display of soldierly energy as the whole country 
is an immense swamp, and the insurgents never dreamed 
that the comparatively ponderous American lines would 
invade it in the wet season. Cavite Province, where the 
rebels gained their greatest successes against the Span- 
ards, was expected to show the Filipinos in great force, 
but their previous defeats there had evidently taken all 
the magie of success out of the place for them, for they 
pursued their. old tactics of firing and running away, 
or suddenly changing from belligerents to the meekest 
amigos. 

The work of the Commissary and Quartermaster’s 
Departments, directed by Capts. Biddle and Horton, 
was remarkable throughout. The transportation of sup- 
plies from Rosario to Malabon seemed to be _ impossi- 
ble. The wagons had to be repeatedly unloaded and re- 
loaded while being dragged through the mire. A tele- 
graph squad under Lieut. Clark kept the wire abreast 
of the line to Malabon, but in order to do this the 
teams had to be abandoned and the coils of wire car- 
ried by coolies. . 

Maj. Bell, with 120 picked men of the 36th Regiment, 
made a successful reconnoisance in the direction of 
Florida Blanco, four miles out of Guagua, 34 miles 
northwest of Manila, and encountered a body of 100 
insurgents, whom they routed, capturing a_Lieutenant 
and three armed privates. Near Florida Blanco they 
met another body of insurgents and routed them, cap- 
turing another Lieutenant and one private. 

The insurgents attacked the American line on the out- 
skirts of Manila, between blockhouse No. 5 and La 
Loma, the afternoon of Oct. 9. The American_forces, 
cousisting of the 25th Infantry (colored) and Battery 
E of the 4th Artillery, repulsed the attack. Three Ameri- 
cans were wounded. A disturbance occurred in the 
‘Tondo district of the city upon the receipt of the news 
of the attack by the rebels near La Loma. The Fili- 
pinos were restless, indicating that they were aware 
that the attack was to be made, and a close watch was 
kept upon them. Their turbulence was quickly sup- 
pressed. The police and provost guards were under 
urms and strong patrols moved about the disaffected part 
of the town. 

Comdr. Cornwell’s expedition to Orani was success- 
ful. This is the town near which the gunboat Urdaneta 
vas sunk by the rebels. On Oct. 2 the Callao, Petrel, 
Helena and Mindora entered the river, and a party 
idler Capt. Franklin made an examination of the Ur- 
laneta, protected by the gunboats.

Therefore, we must show our gratitude 
and maintain our position more resolutely than ever. We 
should pray to God that the great Democratic party may 
win the next Presidential election and Sconces fail 
in its mad attempt to subjugate us by force of arms. 
There are some Americans in the Philippines who have 
joined us, because they disapprove a war of what Mr. 
Atkinson calls ‘criminal aggression.’ When offered a 
chance to return to their own camp they declined.” 

It is expected that the 41st. 43d and 47th Infantry, U. 
S. V., will leave for the Philippines at various dates in 
November by wav of the Suez Canal. 

General Otis has authorized General Lawton to or- 
gzanize two companies of Maccabebe scouts under com- 
mand of Lieut. Batson. of the 4th Cavalry. and in a 
ecablegram sent to the War Department under date of 
Sept. 29, he states they are performing excellent service 
in rivers and swamps on the north and east shore of 
Laguna de Bay, arresting robbers and securing rifles. 
Their boats are the only transportation required. The 
compensation paid for services is one-half that of sol- 
diers paid from civil funds. 

General Otis’s request for ten civilian clerks familiar 
with military paners has been complied with by the War 
Department. Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn 
has authorized the sending of the clerks requested. 
Fortunately the request came just when the Department 
of the Gulf was discontinued and this gave fourteen 
extra clerks. From these three were selected for service 
in the Philippines and of the ten, two were chosen from 
the Department of the Missouri. four from the War De- 
— and one from the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment. 





TRIPLE SCREW VESSELS. 


A correspondent referring to a paragraph about Ad- 
miral Melville in the Journal of Oct. 7, page 126, tells 
us that only a small minority of the members of the In- 
stitution of Naval Architects objected to Admiral Mel- 
ville’s views on the subject. A reference to our article 
will show that what he said was that “several foreigners 
seriously questioned” the views of Admiral Melville, 
which was strictly the fact. But silence does not neces- 
sarily give consent, and it is impossible to say how large 
a proportion of the members of the Institute agreed with 
the views of the Admiral. It is certain that Great Britain 
does not take cordially to the three-screw system, and so 
far has not annlied it to anv of her war vessels. 

So firm is Admiral Melville’s opinion in the advantages 
of three screws over two that he proposes having the new 
battleships authorized by last Congress fitted with them. 
if it is possible to secure the approval of the Board of 
Construction. This, however, does not seem possible. 
To put three screws in battleshins. would be to increase 
the weights perhaps required for the engines, and thus 
lead to a reduction in armor protection and ordnance. 

The rapid strides made in speed by war ships in the 
last fifteen vears has been due not so much to the in- 
creased number of screws as to the power of the engines 
exerted on the single and double screws. The merchant 
marine has not vet adopted thrée-ecrew vessels, hut there 
are a number in the French. German and American 
navies. Tnder forced draft. on a short run, thesé ves- 


sels shovld outstrip the fleetest American liners. Thev 
were built as commerce destroyers and designed to over- 


take and bring to the swiftest vessels afloat. e three- 


screw vessels. Columbia and Mirneanolis, are the fastest 
ernisers in the world. 


The big Maiestic and the Power- 
ful. Eneland’s superh cruisers. with two screws, are at 
least a knot behind them in speed.

Concernune Lieut. Grubbs, Hugh N. Swain, late Major, 
as U. . Inf., writes from lillsboro, Texas, as fol- 
ows: 


“The news of the death of Lieut. Haydon Y. Grubbs, 
U. S. A.; killed on the Island of Negros, gives the 
heartache to all that knew him. It was the writer's 
pleasure to have served with him in the 2d U. 8S. Volun- 
teer Infantry from the organization to the muster out 
of that regiment. I do not believe that I ever saw so 
much promise in a young officer. With only 27 years on 
his shoulders, he exhibited in the organization and train- 
ing of this regiment, and in his administrative work, the 
judgment and ability of one many years his senior. An 
officer of perfect habits, of untiring zeal, of exact justice, 
of sublime regard for duty, he was a treasure to the pro- 
fession of arms. Such a loss at any time is an irre ara - 
ble one; but, particularly so now, when political chica- 
nery is enterting into the military establishment and 
placing in commission men of ignorance and incom 
petency to satisfy political clamor.

RECENT DEATHS. 


General Henry Heth, a veteran of the Mexican and 
Civil Wars, died on Wednesday at his residence in Wash- 
ington, aged 74 years. He was a native of Virginia, from 
which State he was appointed a cadet at the West Point 


Military Academy in 1848. He was graduated in 1847 
and commissioned a Brevet 2d Lieutenant of the 1st In- 
fantry. He commanded a company during the war 
against Mexico. where he participated in many important 
engagements, and served with distinction. He had reached 
the rank of Captain when the Civil War broke out, but 
resigned to join the Confederate Army. After the war 
he was appointed by President Grant as an Inspector of 
Internal Revenue; by President Cleveland a_ special 
agent for the Indian Bureau, and under the Harrison Ad- 
ministration was in charge of the Indian Census of the 
Northwest. He was also a member of the Antietam Bat- 
tlefield Commission. 

The funeral services over the remains of Herman 
Kobbé, brother of Col. W. A. Kobba. 35th Inf. (Major 
3d U. 8S. Artillery), took place in Trinity Church. New 
York, Oct. 3. With the excention of Col. Kobhé. who is 
in the Philippines, his six brothers and their families 
were present. as well as many friends. The y wee 
placed in the family vault in Greenwood. ,

Sept. 27. was about 40 years old, and his death was the 
resnit of fever contracted in Porto Rico. while he was 
there as a Sergeant in the 1st U. S. Volunteer Bngi- 
neers.

Ool. Henry Chauncey. Jr.. who died at Lenox. Mass..

A., April 16 of 
that year, and was obliged to resign Aug. 17, 1863, on ac- 
count of injuries received by his horse falling on him. 

Jacob C. Cramp, the fourth son of William Cramp, 
founder of the Cramp Shipyards in Philadeiphia, died 
suddenly Friday, September 29, 1899, from the effects 
of a stroke of apoplexy. He was living in retirement 
on account of his health, which had been bad for ten 
years past, and at the time of his death was visiting 
the home of his yoreicien Dr. James Tyson, at Rose- 
mont, near Philadelphia. Mr. Cramp was born August 
8, 1835, in Philadelphia, and entered his father’s ship- 
yards at an early age, to serve an ee ip. For 
the past eight years he had attended very little to the 
business; he had traveled with his wife and daughter. 
He was a Mason and was a member of the Union 
League and Art Clubs of Philadelphia. He was of a 
kindly, genial disposition, and was a man of wide ac- 
quaintance and many friends. He leaves one son, 
Theodore W. Cramp. 

William H. Bodwell, ex-President of the International 
‘ypographical Union, who died at Whitehall, N. Y., 
Aug. 25, was several years ago, while Albany corre- 
spondent of the New York “Sun.” largely instrumental 
in securing the passage of the bill providing for the 
purchase of the land on which the ranges at Creed- 
moor were established. 

Few men have left more friends or a more sorrow- 
stricken, devoted family than the late lamented Capt. 
Bogardus Eldridge, 14th Inf., who was killed in action 
at Imus, P. L, on the 2d of October. His fine reputa- 
tion as an officer, his devotion to duty, and especially his 
winning personal qualities endeared him to all with 
whom he was associated. Capt. Eldridge was the son 
of the late Dr. William Heath Eldridge.

He leaves a mother well advanced in years, who is com- 
pletely prostrated by the sad afiliction that has be- 
fallen her, and a wife and three children who are at 
present living at Vancouver Barracks. Capt. Eldridge 
was appointed 2d Lieutenant, 10th U. 8. Int., from civil 
life in 1876, and attained a captaincy in 1897. He was 
on duty in Alaska for some time previous to last spring, 
when he ‘tas ordered to join his regiment in the Philip- 
pines,

Among them is a picture of the crew of the 
Oregon cheering like mad at the announcement of the 
supposed proximity of Cervera’s fleet. Lieut, Bberie 
says: “Capt. Clark’s plan of battle was as follows: Upon 
sighting the Spanish fleet, we were to sound to general 
quarters, go ahead full speed under forced dreft, and 
head away from the enemy. The purpose of this maneu- 
ver was to ‘string out’ the enemy’s vessels in their chase 
after us. When their leading vessel should approach 
within close range, we were to turn on her and destroy 
her with our terrific broadsides, and then deyote our at- 
tention to the other vessels in succession. We were con- 
fident that not more than two of these vessels could 
equal our speed; and by making a running fight we ex- 
pected to eliminate the possibility of the enemy’s sur- 
rounding us or either ramming or torpedoing the sbip. 
How well this plan would have succeeded is clearly 
shown by the Oregon’s work on July 3; for on that his- 
toric day this very maneuver was, by chance, executed, 
with the difference that we chased and overtook, in turn, 
several of the enemy's vessels, instead of their chasing 
us.” 

In the article on Admiral Dewey, by Admiral Samp- 
son, in this number of the “Century,” from which we 
have already quoted, the Admiral says: “Whateyer this 
war has cost or may cost (and I believe, from my know!l- 
edge of Cuba, it was a most righteous war), it will be 
repaid to the country in the very wonderful influence 
upon the young people of our land, who will surely grow 
to manhood and womanhood with exalted views of pat- 
riotism and duty, which it is worth almost any sacrifice 
to have instilled. I have been much touched by the un- 
conscious exhibition among our children of this exalta- 
tion of spirit, which, as I think it has affected them, can 
only work for good, and not for harm, I do not think 
that it has inculcated in any wise a warlike spirit for 
war’s sake. As I have observed it, it has been a spirit 
of purest patriotism, and in this I see one of the best 
hopes of our country. Dewey in this light stands for far 
more than the brilliant victor in a famous fight, or ag the 
author of a proud page of history. His career has given 
a lofty impetus to the young, which will bear noble fruit 
in nobler aspiration. He has become one of the most 
valued possessions which a nation can have—a national 
hero.” This is in a line with what James Russell Lowel! 
says: “There is nothing more touching than the sight of 
a nation in search of its great man, nothing more beau- 
tiful than its readiness to accept a hero on trust. Nor 
is this a feeble sentimentality. It is much rather a noble 
yearning of what is best in us, for it is only in these 
splendid figures which now and then sum up all the 
higher attributes of character that the multitude of 
men can ever hope to find their blind instinct of excel- 
lence realized and satisfied.”

GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES. 

The Rev. Wm. M. Weber undertakes in the “Open 
Court” for October to explain German sentiment to- 
ward the United States. He belieyes that Germany is 
bent on colonization and that her feverish haste to in- 
crease her Navy is due to her intention “to overawe any 
opponent the empire may encounter while it pursues its 
course of national aggrandizement in countries lying be 
yond the sea.” Viewing a gigantic struggle between 
Germany and some great power that stands in her way 
as a possibility, the essayist warns us that “the United 
States may be and in all probability is the power with 
which Germany will fight for life and death.” 


The reverend writer gives no reasons for including , 


this country in his somber prophecy rather than France, 
England or Russia, with which countries there are none 
of the ties of blood with which the large German immi- 
gration has linked America with the Fatherland. The 
attempt to prove that German hatred of the Monrve 
Doctrine will bring about a casus belli is not very suc 
cessful in view of the fact that for nearly a century that 
doctrine has not put us seriously at odds with any 
foreign power, if we except Grover Oleveland’s tilt at 
the British lion in re Venezuela and our attitude of 
armed expectancy during the days of Maximilian’s em- 
pire in Mexico.

BPFFECTS OF MILITARY SERVICE. 


Not long ago a French writer published a work in 
which he held up the Army as the destroyer of the 
youth of the land, sowing the seeds of moral and physical 
decay which were the forerunners of later degeneracy. 
Life in the barracks and camps was pictured as destruc- 
tive of all that is noble in youth, both in morals and 
physique, As the French and German systems are not 
very different, one can get a good idea of the bias of 
the Frenchman by noting the observations of a corre- 
spondent of the London “Standard,” who attended the 
recent German Army maneuvers. He writes: “The ef- 
feet of the universal military service among all ranks 
was very.conspicuous among the crowd of sightseers 
both at the fetes at Carlsrulie and on the battlefields. 
It is rare to see a civilian who is not fairly well set up, 
with back straightened and shoulders strengthened by 
the drill, the gymnastics and the marching which he has 
undergone during his service in the active Army and in 
his subsequent training as a Reservist.” He is candid 
enovgh to add: “The weedy, slouching- loafers who ap- 
pear in swarms in every crowd in England were con- 
spicuous by their absence.” 

No one who has ever followed the progress of a recruit 
from the awkward squad to a finished soldier in the 
ranks will fail to appreciate the justice of the English- 
man’s observations. Instead of operating against the 
physical and moral development of a youth, military 
training tends to build him up into a symmetrical and 
intelligent manhood. Take a regiment recruited from 
the slums and one recruited from gentlemen's sons, and 
after a year of hard drilling under intelligent discipline, 
it will be difficult as the two regiments march past to 
pick one from the other, In that single year the care- 
less, slouching, shuffling, ne’er-do-well will have been 
turned into a responsive being, obedient to the command 
of his superior, and in that obedience finding the way to 
dignity of bearing, elasticity of movement, muscular de- 
velopment and co-operation with others of his class in 
rhymthical exercises that cultivate quickness of sight 
and understanding. Where do our best public school 
igstructors go when they are in search of systems with 
which to stiffen the moral fiber of their pupils? They go 
to the army. Every year there is a growing number of 
schools in which military instruction in some form or 
other is a part of the curriculum. The fire drill among 
the smallest scholars in a school is simply an adapta- 
tion of one of the advantages of military training. 

No one looks for signs of degeneracy in the soldiers of 
a nation. It is the Whitechapel and Bast Side districts 
of London and New York, where military knowledge is 
practically nil, that one finds the evidences of physica! 
and moral disintegration. The “Hell of War” is not in 
the preparation for war, but in the actual realization 
of it. How much more of a hell war would be if the na 
tions had no idea of military honor and if their con- 
ception of bravery and their respect for it had not been 
inculeated through years of military training. The 
black flag of no quarter is the emblem of the pirate and 
guerrilla, and not of the disciplined soldiery. No system 
can tend to the destruction of the moral and physical 
fiber of a nation that teaches patriotism, obedience, fair- 
ness, cleanliness, sobriety, respect to superiors, honor for 
a brave foe, forgiveness of the vanquished and strict at- 
tention to duty. If it were not so our military and naval 
academies would not turn out so high a class of citizen 
and patriot and the presence of an ex-officer of our serv- 
ices among the criminals of the country would not cause 
the widespread surprise and regret that now accompany 
such a rare spectacle. 

We are forever praising athletics as being at the foun- 
dation of much of our national strength of character, 
and yet that admirable training touches but one side of 
the young man’s character. The discipline he receives 
in his development as a soldier includes physical, mental 


and mora! drill, and thus big character becomes rounded, 
fitting him not only for the immediate and early con- 
flicts of life, but also for defending his country in later 
years if it shall be in danger, 


SOME FACTS IN THE CARTER CASH. 


Briefs in the Carter case have been filed with Judge 
Lacomb, of the U. 8. District Court, by Lieut. Col. 
John W. Clous, D. J. A. General, and Henry L. Bur- 
nett, U. 8S. District Attorney for the 8. D. of New York. 
General Burnett, when in the military service during 
the Civil War, held the position of Judge Advocate and 
in that capacity he was connected with the trial of the 
assassins of President Lincoln. He has a thorough 
knowledge of the military, as well as of the civil law. 
Copies of the Government briefs will be handed Car- 
ter’s attorneys to enable them to answer. A decision 
is expegted next week. There is some speculation as to 
what would be the result of the attempted interference 
of a civil court in the case of a prisoner held in military 
custody upon a decision of a court martial approved 
by the President. 

We observe that Mr. Blair, one of Carter’s counsel, 
has thought proper to retry his case in the newspapers, 
indulging in much talk about an unjust decision, a sec- 
ond Dreyfus case, and the like. As this argument, or 
rather denunciation, has already been exhausted before 
the proper tribunals it comes somewhat late now. Mr. 
Blair had his day in court; why did he not improve it 
to answer the charges before the court martial in a more 
effective way? ‘He complains that his client is required 
to prove his innocence. Well, why should he not be? He 
has been duly convicted, his sentence has been approved, 
and what is required now is the clearest possible dem- 
onetration of his innocence. Abusing the court will do 
him no good, 

We find that, aside altogether from the conclusions of 
the court martial, there has been a very general con- 
viction of Carter’s guilt in the minds of most of the 
members of his own corps, as well as in the Army at 
large. This conviction is based upon facts only partial- 
ly presented to the court martial, which have come 
to our knowledge since the confirmation of its action has 
somewhat relaxed the restraint imposed upon those fa- 
miliar with the circumstances. For instance, we are told 
that when the board of engineer officers were inquiring 
into Carter’s transactiong previous to the court martial, 
they directed his attention to the importance of calling 
his father-in-law before the board to testify as to the 
gifts alleged to have been received by Carter which 
were supposed to account for his sudden increase in 
wealth. Carter seemed indifferent to these suggestions 
and it was only after much urging that he gave the ad- 
dress of Mr. Westcott, which was supposed to be Hot 
Springs, Ark. One of Carter’s friends telegraphed at 
some length to this address, but the despatch was re- 
turned with the statement that Mr. Westcott had left 
Hot Springs. Further urging brought to light his ad- 
dress in New York. A message was sent there one 
morning and its bearer was instructed to wait until he 
could deliver it, if the gentleman to whom it was ad- 
dressed was not at home. He returned with the state- 
ment that Mr. Westcott had gone down town and would 
not return until 5 o’clock in the afternoon. He did not 
return at the hour named for the sufficient reason that 
on that day he started for Europe. 

This experience was certainly not calculated to give 
a very lively impression of Mr. Westcott’s anxiety to 
assist his imperilled son-in-law, or rather it did create a 
very decided conviction that he would have a very different 
story to tell from the one which was supposed to account 
for the rapid accumulation of a fortune upon an officer’s 
salary of $250 a month. The Attorney General is quite 
within the mark when he states that no sincere effort 
was made to secure the testimony of Mr, Westcott before 
the court martial. 

Nor has Carter’s conduct before, during and subse- 
quent to the court martial been such as to inspire con- 
fidence in him. He showed a strange indifference to the 
requirements of his position as an Army officer, and a 
disregard of decent public opinion with reference to 
matters, wholly apart from the specifications upon which 
he was tried. At least, such is the information which 
comes to us upon the best of authority. Nothing can be 
further from the truth than the assertions that Carter 
has been in any sense persecuted. On the contrary, the 
utmost forbearance has been shown in his case, and 
every ‘latitude has been allowed his attorneys to clear 
his reputation if they possibly could. Whatever doubts 
we may have had as to his conduct have disappeared 
upon a fuller knowledge of the facts in his case. 

Much has been made of the appearance of Mr. Wayne 
MacVeagh in this case. Mr. MacVeagh'’s appearance 
was due to his wish to oblige a valuable client, who was 
very much in danger of being drawn into the case him- 
self; not necessarily to his disgrace, but, certainly, very 
much to his discomfort. Mr. MacVeagh was earning his 
fee, and no nobler sentiment agitated his manly breast 
than. that which pertaing to the proper exercise of his 
profession in return for the uspal honorarium. It was 
clear to us that he hed no good defence when he became 
abusive. Perhaps he does not consider that he was 
so, and much that he said was no doubt merely the ex- 
pression of the civilian practitioner’s distrust of, or con- 
tempt for, military methods. Col. Barr, who conducted 
the case for the Government, had a difficult part to fill 
with so much legal talent arrayed against him, and that 
he did his part faithfully. and well is shown by the re- 
sult: Our system of military jurisprudence has been 
put to a severe test and has come out triumphantly. 
Courts martial are not o ae A to conviet, but they 





are undoubtedly less hampered than civil courts by the 
rigorous methods of protecting the guilty which have 
grown out of the struggle between the commoner and 
the crown. 

Carter has promptly paid the fine of $5,000 imposed 
upon him by sending his check for that amount to 
District Attorney Burnett. If the court should sustain 
his contention that the double punishment imposed 
him is illegal his counsel will no doubt insist t 
having fulfilled the only legal sentence the court imposed 
upon him he is relieved from further punishment. 





A TIMELY WARNING UNHBEDBD. 


Swift confirmation of the timeliness of our warnings 
on the subject of transporting horses has come in the 
experience of the transport Siam, whose arrival was re- 
ported at Manila Oct, 6. The Siam had 800 mules on 
board when she left San Francisco, but only 16 were 
left alive when she reached the Philippines. The Joss 
of the animals was due to the inadequacy of the shipping 
arrangements in the face of two typhoons. 

Most of the forage, which was on deck, was swept 
overboard, we are told by the press despatches, all the 
boats were smashed, and the steamer rolled tremendous- 
ly in the trough of the sea. The mules were hurled from 
side to side and frightfully mangled and disemboweled. 
Their legs and necks were broken, and the wretched 
animals fell in such a confused mass that the attendants 
were unable to relieve them. In the meantime the deck- 
load was washed off, the ship lightened, and the rolling 
increased. When the storm abated the injured animals 
were killed and their carcasses thrown overboard. 

This horrible picture is exactly the result which we 
prophesied in a recent issue would follow our present 
system of transporting horses by sea and a letter pub- 
lished in our columns described a catastrophe of some 
years ago, accompanied by similar distressing cireum- 
stances. As we have pointed out, such accidents are 
easily avoidable, and transportation of horses can be 
made as safe and as agreeable as the transportation of 
human beings. Those in charge of the operations must 
learn in the first place that our four-footed friends have 
sensibilities that can be seriously disturbed by a sea 
voyage and that they cannot be handled like dead freight. 
In the case of the Siam, the loss of the mules was es- 
pecially regrettable, as they had been eagerly awaited at 
Manila, where they were greatly needed for carrying on 
offensive operations. Even though a large amount of 
criticism, not to say condemnation, is fairly due for such 
a miscarriage, it may be overlooked if the lesson of it will 
prevent a repetition by widening the efficiency of our 
transport service. 


The use of electrolyzed salt water for purposes of 
sanitation and disinfection has become familiar to. elee- 
trical experts in the United States, and as soon as our 
military authorities in Cuba realized the hopelesameas of 
trying to cope with the disease breeding conditions there 
with broom and bucket, they sought the latest means of 
purification. Maj. J. G. Davis, Chief of the Sanitary 
Division at Havana, was empowered to make tests with 
a small plant, which were so satisfactory that a plant 
with a daily capacity of 100,000 gallons was authorized. 
The low death rate in Havana the past summer is a ¢om- 
plete vindication of the judgment of the authorities. 
The sewers and unpaved portions of Havana were treat- 
ed with this purifying agent, the strength of which is,90 
grains of available chlorine to the gallon. The predic- 
tion is a safe one that the difficulty of overcoming, the 
unsanitary conditions of tropical cities will be lessened 
by more than half by the use of electrolyzed sea or salt 
water, obtained with the aid of a small dyname run by 
steam or water power. 
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An enormous crowd gathered at Gittenburg, Sweden, 
Oct. 6, to join in the ceremony of unveiling a statu» to 
John Ericsson, the designer of the original monitor, 
whose long career of engineering achievements has given 
him first place among distinguished Swedes. Though 
the larger part of his life was spent in Mnagland and the 
United States, Ericsson was always a Swede at heart. 
Géttenburg is at the outlet on the North Sea of the Gita 
Canal, on which the two brothers, John and Nila Brics- 
son obtained their early engineer training under the 
English engineers sent to Sweden in 1810 by the great 
canal builder, Telford. John achieved his fame in for- 
eign countries. Nils remained in Sweden, became the 
head of the Swedish system of State canats and rail- 
roads, and was ennobled in recognition of his services, 
becoming Baron Dricson, dropping one letter from his 
family name, to the intense dissatisfaction of erppter 
John. The appearance of two such distinguished 
neers in one family has its parallel in the case of 
German brothers Siemens, the French Brunels, the 
semers, and Stephensons, father and son, and the 
ican family of Stevens.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


On Saturday, Uct. 14, in Hampton Roads, Admiral 
Sampson will formally relinquish command of the North 
Atlantic Station to Rear Adml. Farquhar, who on 
that day will hoist his flag. Admiral argquhar, while 
at the Navy Department this week, denied a report that 
he contemplated asking to be placed on the retired list 
after a few months’ service in command of the fleet. 

On the application of Asst. Naval Constr. H. G. Gill- 
ore requesting mileage instead of actual traveling ex- 
penses, while akesad. the Controller of the Treasury has 
decided that a Naval Constructor, when detail for 
shore duty beyond seas is entitled to the same rates of 
mileage for travel performed under orders as an Army 
officer would receive under similar conditions. 

It is now practically certain that the pe ay boat 
Shubrick, building at Richmond, Va., will not be 
launched before November. ‘The steel shafts for the 
boat cannot be got ready for the launching, which was to 
occur October 25, as has been proposed. There will be 
quite a carnival in connection with the affair. 

A Navy retiring list is now being printed by the De- 
partment, and will be ready for issue in a few days. 

In accordance with Admiral Schley’s request, Lieut. 
Comdr. J. H. Sears and Lieut. B. W. Wells will be as- 
signed on his staff as Flag Lieutenant and Naval Secre- 
tary. These officers held a similar connection with the 
Admiral during the Spanish War. Lieut. Comdr. Sears 
is now connected with the Kearsarge, and Lieut. Wells 
is on recruiting duty at Chicago. 

The Spanish Government has sold the Havana float- 
ing dock for $600,000 to a syndicate of Vera Cruz mer- 
chants. 

Experiments with turbine wheels in propelling torpedo 
boats, to be made shortly by the British torpedo boat 
Viper, will be awaited with interest. 

The vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron, which 
left New York Oct. 5, under Rear Adml. Sampson, ar- 
rived at Hampton Roads, Va., without incident Oct. 6. 
Admiral Sampson on Oct. 8 hauled down his flag and 
left for Morgantown, W. Va., with Capt. F. F. Chad- 
wick, the squadron being in command of Capt. C. D. 
Sigsbee of the Texas, senior officer. On Oct. 14 the 
command of the North Atlantic station will devolve upon 
Rear Adml. Farquhar, who will officially relieve Admiral 
Sampson on that date. 

Efforts at the Navy Yard, New York, to trace the 
mysterious thefts of Government property there and 
run down the thieves have apparently been successful. 
On Oct. 6 Edward L. Wheeler, conducting a ship chan- 
dier’s store in Furman street, was arrested, charged with 
stealing, on Sept. 23, from the Navy Yard four cases of 
steel metal, valued at $2,000. John B. Cawthorne and 
EK. F. Poynter, both ship fitters and employed at the 
yard for years, were also arrested, charged with being 
accomplices of Wheeler. They, like Wheeler, protested 
their innocence. Other arrests may be made. 

The gold cup promotes by the City of New York to 
Admiral Dewey ars the following inscription: “Pre- 
sented to Admiral George Dewey, U. 8S. N., by the City 
of New York, Sept. 30, 1899.” 

Rear Adml. Schley, U. 8. N., is not expected to hoist 
his flag on the Chicago until the latter part of Novem- 
ber. Various repairs are to be made to the vessel, which 
is at the New York Navy Yard, and among other things 
she is to receive a new cylinder. 

No importance is attached to the letter sent to Rear 
Adml. J. W. Philip, U. 8. N., by some crank threatening 
assassination, and the Admiral is not at all worried. 

During an exhibition of the Holland submarine boat 
at Greenport, N. Y., Oct. 11, some of the men of her 
crew were overcome by escaping gas from the engine. 
Medical assistance was summoned, and under treatment 
the men soon became conscious and eventually re- 
covered. ae 

The U. S. S. New Orleans, Capt. Longnecker, has ar- 
rived at the Navy Yard, New York, where she will be 
overhauled, preparatory to her voyage to Manila. 

It is hoped the efforts of Rear Adml. Philip, U. 8. N., 
to have the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company provide 
a station on their road near the Navy Yard, may be 
successful. The yard is a very important section of 
the city, and the facilities for reaching it should be of 
the best. 


THE NAVY GROWING. 


Fight battleships building, three authorized, and four 
armored cruisers being designed, in addition to four big 
fighting monitors and seven cruisers represents the 
fighting strength of the Government that will be added 
to the Navy within the next three years. There are, 
however, thirty-five torpedo craft, from the 22-knot small 
fry to the 31-knot destroyers with more horse-power in 
their engines than half the merchant steamers crossing 
the ocean have. ‘three battleships, three armored cruis- 
ers and six unprotected cruisers are yet on paper, and 
none of these classes have yet been contracted for. The 
first to be laid down will be the 3,100-ton cruisers, for 
which bids will be opened Nov. 1. Doubt is felt if the 
bids can possibly be within’ the limit of the appropria- 
tions, owing to the heavy advance in all structural mate- 
rials. Admiral Hichborn, whose monthly report is issued 
this week on the percentage of completion of ships build- 


ing, shows that the Kearsarge is now ready for com- 
mission after receiving the equipment which the Govern- 
ment places on board at New York. Her sister, the Ken- 
tucky, is within 7 per cent. of readiness, and the Illinois 
30 r cent. 

e Alabama, building at Cramps, is within 10 per 
cent. of readiness, and should be in active service early 
next year. If the crew can be secu three battleship 
will be available for duty within three months, but at 
present it seems impossible to provide the men unless 
other vessels are retired from active service. This cannot 
well be done owing to the pressing demand for every 
ship in commission either at Manila or in home waters. 
Next in percentage of readiness is the British cruiser 
Albany, due months ago, and yet 15 —~ cent. from com- 
pletion. It is proposed to send her direct from England,

SWORD PRESENTED TO CAPT. CHADWICK. 

It was estimated that at ‘least 25,0Uv persons turned 
out at Morgantown, W. Va., on Oct. 10, to do honor to 
Capt. F. E. Chadwick, U. 8. N., upon the occasion of 
the presentation of the sword to him by Gov. Atkinson 
on behalf ot the people o:1 the State. Among those who 
arrived on the special train were Rear Adml, Sampson, 
Capt. Chadwick and wife, Lieut. C. O. Marsh and wife, 
and Lieut. Comdr. 8S. A. Staunton. Among the visitors 
were Gov. Atkinson, Senators Kikins and Scott, former 
Senator Dayis, Kepresentative Wayton. Secretary of 
State Dawson, General .piulman, wenera: Appleton, 
Col. Babb and Maj. Liliott. In a grand parade incident 
to the ceremonies there were three grand divisions, com- 
posed or the veterans of the Civil and Spanish-American 
wars, National Guard ot West Virginia and Pennsy!- 
vania and ciyil societies. ‘Lhe sword presented to Vapt. 
Chadwick is very handsome. ‘Lhe blade is of the bnest 
steel. Une side has the inscrintion: “resented to Capt. 
French 1b. Chadwick by the citizens of the State of West 
Virginia.” Un the other side is a picture of the tagship 
New York. All these decorations appear in gold. The 
grip is made of shark skin, entwined with goid laurel. 
the pommel is a massive piece of gold work, decorated 
with an American bald eagle in goid relief, grasping a 
fouled anchor. In accepting the handsome sword Capt. 
Chadwick said: “Io say that 1 come here feeling deeply 
the kindness and honor bestowed by you is to express 
but badly the thoughts which fill my mind and heart in 
being again among the men and women, and seeing the 
hills which were the familiars of my boyhood. I thank 
you for your noble gift, the sentiment of which fulfils all 
to which I could ever aspire; for there is nothing in the 
life of men to which one can reach higher than the hon- 
est, frank and spontaneous regard of those who know 
us. I accept the splendid gift, Gov. Atkinson, which em- 
bodies the good will of so many kind friends, with heart- 
felt gratitude. Its possession binds me to the highest en- 
deavor to fitly meet the appreciation which you have so 
kindly dwelt upon. - 

Remarks were also made by Rear Adml. Sampson and 
others. 
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LAW DEPARTMENT OF THE NAVY. 


The annual report of Judge Advocate General Lemly. 
of the Navy, begins with a statement of the large in- 
crease in the business of the department, due to the 
Spanish war. Touching on the act of Aug. 14, 1888, 
dealing with the removal of the mark of desertion, the 
report says: “Whatever the cause, the records of this 
department show that a very large number of mer- 
itorious claimants who could have obtained relief under 
this act, as falling within the class for whose benefit it 
was obviously intended, failed to make application in 
season; and the technical charge of desertion in their 
cases still debars them from rights or privileges fairly 
earned by honorable service in time of war. The in- 
equity of these conditions is emphasized by the fact that 
an act passed for the benefit of the Army, and similar in 
terms to the act of Aug. 14, 1888, has been made opera- 


tive without limitation as to the time when applications 
thereunder must be filed.” 

The Judge Advocate General again recommends “the 
enactment of some provision for the retirement of en- 
listed men of the Navy. The prospect of honorable re- 
tirement at the conclusion of the ribed period of 





active service will induce a desirable class of men to 


enlist and will tend to discourage desertion and other 
offences which result in debarring those guilty of them 
from the benefits of continuous service.” 

He finds also that the “necessity of the enactment of 
some provision of law empowering naval courts-martia! 
and courts of inquiry to secure the testimony of civilian 
witnesses is a matter of growing importance,” and in the 
matter of depositions, he holds to the belief that the fre- 
quent embarrassments could be prevented by the enact- 
ment of a pooperty guarded provision authorizing the 
use of depositions before naval courts-martial. 

The report invites attention “to the desirability of 
simplifying the present system under which examina- 
tions are conducted by naval examining and retiring 
boards,” and a’ recommendation is made that as 
“the classification of naval vessels according to the num- 
ber of guns carried not being applicable to existing con- 
ditions, and it being undesirable to retain upon the 
statute books requirements which can not be carried 
out, Congress be asked so to change the statute as to

As to the acquisition of patent rights, the opinion of 
the report is that the “necessity for the enactment of 
some provision of law controlling this subject grows 
more apparent from year to year, as in the course of 
naval development a wider range of inventions is drawn 
apon for the equipment of ships or war,” and the recom- 
mendation heretofore made, that Congress be asked to 
consider the matter, is renewed. 

The reports received from the naval prison at Mare

cific coast. The naval yee at Boston is spoken of as

_The concluding :ecommendation of the report is this: 
“The number, variety and difficulty of the purely legal 
questions referred to this office for examination annually 
increase with the development and growing activties of 
the Navy, and this fact emphasizes the desirabliity of 
providing the Judge Advocate General's office with a 
suitable law library without longer delay.”

NEW UNPROTECTED CRUISERS. 


The folly of Congress in the matter of offering a satis- 
factory price for steel armor for our new ships is shown 
by the increase in the price of steel and the pressure of 
work upon our ship yards and steel manufacturers, 
which makes them more than ever independent of Gov- 
ernment contracts. Until some provision is made for 
armor nothing can be done toward building the new 
battleships authorized, and thus the increase of our 
Navy in this direction is made to depend upon a sub- 
sidiary matter. The six new unprotected cruisers which 
require no armor can be built regardless of its cost. 
Should they have had even a thin protection required 
on their water lines it is doubtful if the vessels could 
possibly be built under present conditions. In any event 
they will be more costly for their displacement than 
many of the recent ships of equal class that have been 
built. In type they will be not unlike the Raleigh and 
Cincinnati, but with less horse power and u 
speed. They have frequently been described as having 
engines powerful enough for battleships and as coal 
burners they are the most expensive vessels in the 
service. The new ships will have a displacement of 
3,100 tons, a speed of 17 knots and a large coal capacity 
and steaming radius of action, The interest shown by 
the ship yards indicates that bids will be received from 
all the leading firms of the country and sibly many 
of the smaller. A firm at Richmond, Va., is to be among 
the competitors. Its capacity to undertake the work is 
doubted. The yards which are certain to bid are the 
Cramps, the Newport News Company, the Bath Iron 
Works, the Harlan & Hollingsworth Company, the Co- 
lumbian Iron Works of Baltimore, the Maryland Steel 
Co., located at the same city, and a new firm which 
ust begun operations at New York. The Union Iron 
reska, at San Francisco, may also enter the competi- 
tion. ith sheathed bottom that will prevent 
in tropical waters, fin keels and a powerful battery of 
rapid-fire guns, the new cruisers are ex ed to be 
equal of those of their class in any service, and the su- 
perior to the Raleigh and Cincinnati in all important 
points.

Navy Yard, Cavite, P. I., August 31. 

Without doubt the busiest place around Manila is 
this yard. Since it came into our possession it has 
been in a state of constant rehabilitation.

SOME STORIES OF DEWEY. 
Park Benjamin calls attention in the “Independent” 
to the fact that while in his last year at the Naval 





Academy Dewey took his highest standing in Spanish, 
probably having a premonition of Manila Bay. He also 
stood high in mathematics, but was great at rolling up 


demerits, 113 out of a possible 200 in his first year. He 
got his demerits for “late at recitation,” or “inattentive 
at drill,” or “broken window in room,” or “bed not 


properly made,” or “playing the guitar in study hours” 

nothing worse. His conduct from an Academy point 
of view continued irregular, as hie final standing was 
far from the bottom of his class in conduct, the number 
graduated being 15 out of the 75 admitted. He stood 11 
in naval tactics, 8 in gunnery, and his general standing 
was wo. 

Another correspondent of the “Independent” says: 
“The humane side of Dewey’s character is remarkably 
large. No naval personage in history seems to have had 
a higher regard for others and especially for subordi- 
nates. In his boyhood he saved two or three friends 
from drowning at the risk of his own life. During the 
Rebellion he sprang into the Mississippi and rescued a 
poor drowning sailor. In the Bay of Biscay he left the 
quarterdeck and climbed the rigging in the face of a 
tempest in order to encourage some green seamen who 
were appalled by the danger of the task. 

“As late as this month news reached his relatives that 
in Gibraltar Dewey raised a purse for the benefit of 
Gunner Peppiatt, who had been maimed on the British 
warship Devastation by the premature explosion of a 
charge, and went himself in person on the craft to pre- 
sent it to the lucklese sufferer. It is little wonder that 
the 400 men of the Devastation cheered themselves 
hoarse when the Olympia steamed away toward the 
Pillars of Hercules.”

FOREIGN NOTES. 


An English writer, with a love for figures, has been 
computing the aggregate money value of that colossal 
institution, the British Navy. Going back to the be- 
ginning of the century, he finds that the fleet was then 
worth barely ten millions sterling—very little more than 
the sum that is to be spent this year on entirely new 
war vessels. Since the passing of the Naval Defence 
Act in 1889, the amount expended on the building of 
British warships is close on £60,000,000; if other ex- 
penditure connected with the Navy is taken into ac- 
count the total would be nearer £160,000,000. Keeping, 
however, strictly to the cost of the vessels at present 
on the effective otrenge of the Navy, the total for the 
489 warships 1 junds , or more 
than half a billion dollars. Of this huge total the 64 
battleships, costing 52,000,000 pounds, make up nearly 
half, the next in order be mg she 119 protected cruisers 
with a total cost of 29,087, pounds. The only other 
8-figure cost is that of the 22 armored cruisers on which 
the Government expense is 11,327,000 pounds. It will 
thus be seen that the armored cruisers cost more than a 
third as much as five times as many protected cruisers. 
‘These totals do not include the vessels now in progress. 

The newspapers of Berlin have devoted much attention 
to Samoa. Some of the extreme papers ptronaty advo- 
cate, as a definite solution of the question. that Ger- 
many obtain sole control of the islands, while the Lib- 
eral papers favor the partition of the islands, Great 
— and the United States each getting a coaling 
station, 

One of the latest triumphs in the engineering world 
consists in the construction, shipment by steamer and 
subsequent transfer to railway transportation, of a 
steamer of 4,200 tons qo"? which was finally put 
afloat in Lake Paikal, Siberia, not less than five thou- 
sand miles from St. Petersburg. Three years ago the 
firm of Sir W. G. Armstrong & Company built a 
steamer of the size noted, and transported it, together 
with its machinery, boilers and all accessories from 
England to the wilds of Siberia. There are three sets 
of triple expansion engines on board, two sets driving 
twin screws and the third set actuating a screw in the 
bow of the vessel for the peculiar navigation of Lake 
Paikal. The boilers are intended for 1 unds pres- 
sure, and the vessel is 200 feet long by 57 feet beam. 
The operation is believed to be unique in shipbuilding. 
The vessel will be ready for service next spring. 

At the present time the German Navy is composed 
of 16 Admirals, 811 officers of all grades, but not in- 
cluding 40 marine officers, and of the following profes- 
sional, or as they are termed in the United States Navy, 
staff officers, 142 Surgeons, 128 Engineers, 104 Pay- 
masters, 57 ordnance officers, 41 torpedo experts, 207 
midshipmen, 120 naval cadets, 1,058 executive or deck 
officers, 4,740 non-commissioned officers in all branches. 
The total of all amounts to the very respectable number 
of 26,768 souls, of whom there are 17.597 sailors. The 
fleet consists of 11 battleships, 8 coast defence ironclads, 
18 pretected gunboats, 33 cruisers, 'arge and small, 100 
torpedo boats, 16 training ships. In addition to these 
ships there are some 13 ships of various sizes detailed 
for special service. 

“The Shepard of Salisbury Plains” seems to have 
given place to the soldier of Salisbury Plains, that terri- 
tory being now used for the maneuvers of British Volun- 
teers. In his sepest on the Volunteers, Sir Redvers Bul'er 
says: “There is one remark which I should like all Vol- 
unteer Commanders to lay to heart. They harass their 
men with unnecessary movements. Owing, I fancy, to 
the fact that most of their opportunities for training are 
in drill halls, the commanders when at field operations 
pay too much attention to drill. Men are frequently 
moved to get them into an exact formation when they 
are well where they are, and would be better if permitted to 
rest. It is very difficult to learn, but at field exercises 
Volunteer Commanding officers of all ranks should strive 
to pay less attention to what their men are doing and 
more to what they are going to do with their men.” Sir 
Redvers also says: “In the battlefield the lessons of drill 
have to be regulated by the surface of the ground. As 
the earth is not laid out in parallel lines, a line in the 
language of the battlefield is merely a series of bodies 
of troops deployed at irregular intervals with a common 
front; there is no question of alignment. So long as one 
unit does not impede the fire or endanger the safety of 
another it may be 100 yards behind or 100 yards in 
front of it without any inconvenience. Infantry com- 
manders look too much to preserving a stereotyped line, 
too little to the study of ground and general direction.” 

Firing at night by the aid of artificial light has been 
introduced into the Russian Army in accordance with 
recently issued regulations on the subiect. The neces- 
sary light was produced by projectors, shells and rockets. 
The shells proved absolutely useless for the purpose for 
which they were employed, but the rockets gave better 
results whenever they burst sufficiently near the objects 
fired at, but were found to be attended with this dis- 
advantage: that the men, by being dazzled, were some- 
times prevented from clearly distinguishing the marks, 
besides which the rocket only burns long enough to enable 
the men to make out the target, and. under very favor- 
able conditions, to fire at it twice. Firing by the elec- 
tric light was to a certain extent satisfactory, the light 
being strong, soft and steady, the men when in the path 
of the light shooting even better than in the daytime, 
thongh under such circumstances in action they would, 
of course; he better seen by the enemy. When the target 
was well lit up. however, the men had a difficulty in 
clearly distinguishing their sights. The percentage of 
hits on the targets is stated to have been satisfactory.

some cases reprobation. will be the conseqnences: a sac- 
rifice must be made to appease popular clamor. and he 
who plans or he who ereertes most fall.” This was 
conspicuously illustrated durine ovr Civil War. both in 
the North and at the Sovth. and it is munch to the credit 
of President McKinlev’s Administration that it has 
shown since little of the o'snosition to sacrifice its sol- 
diers te popular clamor. It has as a rnle stood Jovaliv 
by them, in spite of the incessant cism of hostile 
critics everywhere. as in some cases these criticisms came 
from professional sources.

Her 
tribute to old black Joe and Nancy, two of her former 
slaves, shows how true Southern appreciation is yet to 
the qualities of the slave. Speaking of their death she 
says what possibly she might hesitate to say of even 
a very white person: “Their souls were as pure and 
white as the driven snow. 
and few like them.”

In “Tactics for Beginners” (Gale & Polden, Litd., 
London), Capt. C. M. De Guyther, instructor in tactics 
at the Royal Military College, Camberley, has made a 
compilation from the drill books and writings of well- 
known soldiers, with a view of assisting beginners in 
overcoming the difficulties they have to contend with in 
the study of tactics. The book is sprinkled with dia- 
grams to aid the reader. There is a timely chapter on 
“Savage Warfare,’ which though a misleading term, is 
applied to suggestions drawn from experience with the 
Zulus, Matabele hordes, Soudanese and others. At 
page 224 the author praises the Americans for going 
through the camorion in Virginia of 1864 in a densely 
wooded country without altogether losing tactical unity. 
as the Prussians did at the battles of Gravelotte and 
Spicheren. The long experience of the Americans in 
wood fighting, he thinks, stood them in good stead. The 
author draws considerably upon Civil War experiences 
for illustrations. The same publishing house issues “Or- 
ganization and uipment Made Easy.” by Capt. 8. T. 
Banning, 1st Bn. yal Munster Fusiliers, a little work 
to enable officers to cram for examinations for promo- 


tions, 
“The Story of the Living Machine.” by Prof. H. W. 
Conn, of Wesleyan University, is the latest contribu- 


tion to the Appleton’s Library of Useful Stories. Some 
of his readers will doubtless traverse many statements 
of the professor, especially such a one as is found at 
page 16, where we are told of the “adoption of evolu- 
tion,” which if the loose language means anything, gives 
us to believe that the Darwinian theory is universally 
accepted. The book is a comparison physiologically be- 
tween man and a machine. 

The awakening of national interest in things warlike 
makes especially appropriate the appearance of a book 
by Nicholas Smith, son-in-law of Horace Greeley. on 
“Stories of Great National Songs.” Many of the inci- 
dents related about the power of song to move soldiers 
are familiar to those who lived during the Civil War. 
Great war songs, as the author says, are born of stress 
and anxiety and perhaps that is why the Spanish war, 
which was largely a “walkover,” gave popularity to no 
more elevating piece of music than “There'll be a hot 
time,” ete. Col. Smith tells us what he thinks is not 
generally known, viz., that the name Louis Lambert, at- 
tached as author to the rollicking song of “When 
Johnny Comes Marching Home Again.” is a nom de 
plume for the great bandmaster, Patrick S. Gilmore. 
who wrote it in 1868. The power of the “Marseillaise.” 
of “God Save the Queen” and of the “Watch on the 
Rhine,” as exhibited in their effcts on popular feeling, 
is set forth in several anecdotes. 

The American citizen will be made a more intelligent 
voter by the rusal of such books as that of Lieut. 
Lucien Young. U. 8. N., on “The Real Hawaii” (Double- 
day & McClure. New York). This work includes the 
“true story of the revolution,” so the title page informs 
us, but to those who know our naval men’s predilection 
for telling a plain, unvarnisned tale, the publishers’ guar- 
antee that it is “true” may seem entirely su uous. 
The author does not scruple to call Commissioner Blount 
strictly to account for his methods in Hawaii. He 
says: “The causes of the revolution. the grievances of 
the people, the justness of their action, the rottenness, 
immorality and irresponsible character of the late king. 
the ex-Queen and the entire court—all this was ignored, 
and the investigation conducted as though he (Blount) 
were an attorney working up one side of a case.” eut. 
Young makes other caustic personal comment. and ex- 
noses what he calls the machinations of a certain New 
York correspondent. The illustrations are so life-like 
that now that the cold blasts of winter are upon ua, 
it wouldn’t take much more than a glance at the pictures 
to induce the residents of our northern climes to set 
their faces toward the pearl of the Pacific. 

If any one has the intention of turning over to the 
Government Army or Navy mascots he would do well 
to read the pamphlet just issued by the Government 
Printing Office on the “Animals Desired for the Na- 
tional Zoological Park at Washington.”——In Esty & 
Esty’s (New York) compilation of “Views of the Ameri- 
can Press on the Philippines” more point would have 
given, we think, to the quotations if the politics of the 
paners had been designated.

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TARGETS MADE WITH SMOKELESS POWDER. 


That smokeless powder has now reached a point very 
close to perfection is evidenced by the two targets here- 
with reproduced and which are self-explanatory. These 
targets also speak well for the accuracy of the United 
States magazine rifle when loaded with a powder adapted 
to its use. When the Krag-Jérgensen was first is- 
sued to the Army, complaint was made that it was by 
no means as accurate as the old 45-caliber Springfield. 


This has, however, been shown to be mainly due to the 
fact that the old Buffington sight with wind gauge that 
was used on the 45-caliber Springfield, was dispensed 
with on the new arm, and a plain open sight substi- 


tuted. It was the unfamiliarity with the new sights 
that gave rise to the complaint against the Krag and to 
the belief that it was not an accurate weapon, for when 
the 30-caliber rifle was adopted, the opinion was ex- 
pressed that wind gauges and sights by which correc- 
tions could be made for wind, drift, etc., were unneces- 
sary for troops in the field. However, as the marksmen 
became accustomed to the new weapon, the dissatisfac- 
tion grew less, and it is now found that the United States 
20-caliber magazine rifle is, if not the most accurate, 
at least as accurate as any, military rifle in use. 

As is well known in Army circles, every lot of powder 
furnished to the Government for small arms ammuni- 
tion, is submitted to most thorough and exhaustive tests, 
which covers ballistic efficiency, firing for velocity and 
determination of pressure per square inch in the cham- 
ber. The accuracy test consists in firing a large num-

The test 
is thus solely of the powder, the same rifle being used 
throughout. The chemical stability test covers sensi- 
tiveness of the powder to different climatic conditions, 
and is arrived at by subjecting it to heat, cold and mois- 
ture, then firing and com ng the results with those 
obtained under ordinary conditions. 

It was during the accuracy test made at the Frank- 








ford Arsenal on July 9 with smokeless powder sub- 
mitted by the Laflin & Rand Powder Company, that 
the targets herewith published were made. The powder 
was found to not only meet all the Government require- 
ments most satisfactorily, but also gave the high muzzle 
velocity of 2,200 feet per second with a very moderate 
pressure. 

These targets were made with a smokeless powder 
submitted by the Laflin & Rand Company, which was 
intended to give a higher velocity than that loaded by 
the Government heretofore, without giving any increased 
pressure. This was accomplished by using a different 
form of grain and has proved thoroughly successful. 
The composition of the powder is the same as that made 
heretofore by this company for the United States maga- 
zine rifle. In addition to the increased velocity, the new 
granulation appears to give greater uniformity of burn- 
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ing and a more perfect combustion, so that the residue 
of partially burned grains is barely perceptible. 
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SOUNDING NIAGARA’S TORRENT. 


The Philadelphia “Record” reports that Civil BEngi- 
neers W. C. Duncan and F. C. Shenehan, attached 
to the office of the engineer in charge of the Ni- 
agara River and of the Lake Survey at Buffalo, re- 
cently made soundings from the cantilever bridge above 
the Whirlpool Rapids.
